personal knowledge, that the late Baron de Hirsch was "deeply 
impressed by the generous impulses, which have at all times stirred the Anglo- 
Jewish community to succour the stricken fugitives who come to these shores 
[t was partly recognition of this hospitality that prompted his widow to estab- 
lish this splendid benefaction in England. But séntiments of tenderest 
sympathy dictated the actual form which this munificence has assumed. Much 
obscurity still exists as to the possibility of curing and preventing consumption. 
| may mention, as a sign of the vivid interest that has been aroused with respect 
to this problem, that a meeting dealing with this and kindred questions will be 
held on Tuesday next at Marlborough House, under the presidency of the Prince 
of Wales. But one result of the modern doctrine of tuberculosis has been the 
jemand that persons suffering from consumption should not be permitted to 
associate with convalescents recovering from ordinary maladies. The kindly heart 
of the Baroness was moved by hearing of the disa nlity under which our poor 
cousumptive patients were labouring in being debarred from participating in the 
benefits of our Convalescent Home. Forthwith, with a generosity that com- 
mands our warmest admiration, she placed £50,000 at the disposal of Mrs. 
Bischoffsheim, the zealous President of the Judith Lady Mont-fiore 
Convalescent Homes, whose presence to-day we so sadly miss, 
with the request to establish a Hospital for Consumptives, the treatment 
to be, if possible, on the Falkenstein, or open-air, system. It was, however, 
found that the establishment and maintenance of such a sanatorium would entail 
a larger outlay than would be met by this splendid gift. The Baroness de 
Hirsch and her advisers, therefore, considered that it would be preferable to 
apply the endowment to an institution for the reception of patients recovering 
from ordinary maladies, thus rendering it possible to establish a Convalescent 
Home, worthy of the community, at a point within easy distance of the district 
it Which -our working folk reside. In addition to the Endowment Fund the

- Baroness de Hirsch has presented £16,000 for the purchase of the splendid 


mansion, in which we are here assembled, situated in this delightful spot, famed 
for its pure air and pleasant prospect, on the Heath that has been dedicated for 
all time to the health and enjoyment of the multitude. so that the sacrilegious 
hands of the builder dare never touch it. As many as 36 adult patients will be 
accommodated in these spacious rooms, and a wing will also be opened for the 
reception of children. The annual income from the. Trust Fund, viz., £1,800, 
will, it is hoped, provide for the maintenance of this Home. What a blessing will 
this palatial building prove to our sick poor! This, however, is not the sole boon 
conferred by the Baroness’s gracious gift. The funds hitherto devoted to the 
maintenance of the Norwood Home which was supported by annual sub- 
scriptions, will now be set free. The managers of that Home will 
be enabled to realise their long cherished desire of establishing a 
Sanatorium for. the reception of Jewish consumptive patients, for 
whom hitherto no provision has been made. Ordinary convalescents who 
require bracing sea air, will be sent, as heretofore, to the Home in Brighton. 
Although the two institutions will be under different management, yet we anti- 
cipate that the two Committees, co-operating harmoniously, will arrange that 
both shall be conducted on identical principles, so that they may become never 
failing sources of health and happiness, veritable well-springs of salvation to our 
suffering toilers. Whocan gauge at its full value the benefit which such Homes 
confer upon the weak and the weary? In the words of.a gifted woman, who 
dearly loved her people (the late Charlotte Montefiore), “ What happiness, after a 


painful confinement to a close, dark home, and to along solitude within sound of 


the city’s perpetual noise and bustle, to breathe the fresh air, to hear the sweet 
music, the soft, loving voice of nature! What happiness to look up into 
the deep blue sky stretching far into a sea of boundless light around, 
to sit beneath the shade of verdant trees, to inhale the perfume 
of flowers, to feel the coolness of dewy fields upon parched lips and fevered 
brow!” But surely the greatest happiness of all is to feel the light and glow 
of health stealing anew into the frame. On the promenade at [schl the words

he personally could not but feel privileged at being permitted to assist at the 
launching into existence of the new Home. The Jewish community was 
enormously indebted to Mrs. Bischoffsheim, who had tended and nurtured that 
once delicate yr acy and none could better appreciate than himself all that 
she had done during the vicissitudes which the Institution had passed through, 
and how she had overcome the serious difficulties that had presented themselves. 
The Chief Rabbi had so succinctly and admirably gone over the past stages of the 
enterprise that there was no need for him (Sir Edward Sassoon) to travel over the 
same ground. The locality in which the Home had been placed offered all the con- 
ditions so desirable in a retreat of that kind, and the structure itself was a per- 
fect specimen of what a Home of that description should be. Mrs. Bischoffsheim 
had never overlooked considerations of financial economy, and she had concluded 
a bargain which would be capable of arousing envy in the breast of even so 
capable an organiser as the hero of Khartoum. The Chief Rabbi had invoked 
the divine benediction on the Home, and had alluded to the grandeur of heart 
of its noble benefactress. It was remarkable that all the good deeds she had 
performed were done for the sake of doing good; for her philanthropy bore not 
the slightest taint of interested almsgiving. By her great and universal 
benevolence the Baroness de Hirsch was entitled to, and had acquired, the citizen- 
ship of the whole world. Thousands, nay tens of thousands of human beings, 
were indebted to her for assistance of the extent of which few persons could 
have any notion. Her name would be perpetuated among future generations 
in a more truly lasting manner than through brass or marble. Her noble deeds 
had commanded the admiration and appreciation of the most Catholic Monarch 
in the world, the Emperor of Austria, who had conferred on her the decorati n 
recently founded in memory of the late Empress; and it would be a fitting 


thing if a telegram expressing their gratitude were at once sent to the Baroness 


by the governing body of the Home. He trusted that the visitors would carry 
away with them the conviction that the Home was a fitting abode to carry out 
the object for which it had been founded, and that during a long and prosperous 
career it would redound to the credit of the Jewish community and of this 
country.—( Cheers). 

Mr. GEORGE 8, Joseru, one of the Hon. Secretaries of the Judith Lady 
Montefiore Convalescent Home, conveyed the good will of the older Institution 
to the younger one, and begged the public to understand that the newer was in 
no sense a rival to. but would go hand in hand with the other Home. for a long 
time past, continued Mr. Joseph, the Committee of the Norwood Home had felt 
that it was no longer fit for its object. When it was established 25 years ago 
Norwood was a beautiful suburb ; now it had become part of London. hence it 
was desirable that the Judith Lady Montefiore Convalescent Home should be 
removed to a more salubrious locality in the country. The Norwood Home 
would be closed as soon as the accommodation for children, which was at present 
lacking at Tudor House, had been provided. The property at Norwood would 
then be sold, and the Committee hoped with the proceeds to establish a suitable 
institution for the reception of consumptives. This idea was still in the clouds 
because the question had not yet been placed before the subscribers, and it night 
heecome necessary to obtain their sanction to the establishment of a sanatoriur 
for consumptives. There was a unijue feature about that days function, There 
would be no collection, for the Baroness had provided so magnificent an endow- 
ment that neither subscriptions nor donations were necessary. But those who, 
he felt sure, were anxious to open wide their purses, might take comfort : they 
would have ample opportunity for the exercise of their generosity in connection 
with the proposed sanatorium. 

Lady Lewis said: At one time it was hoped that the Baroness would be 
pr. sent at the opening of this Home. Unfortunately, we have been disappomted 
we are also deprived of the presence of Mrs. Bischoffsheim. Those who liave 
worked with Mrs. Bischotfsheim know what enthusiasm and ability she brought 
to bear on her task. Inthe name of the President and the Vice-President, I now 
declare the Clara Baroness de Hirsch Convalescent Home open.—(Cheers. ) 

Mrs. B. A. ELKIN. the Hon. Secretary, said that by the terms of the Trust 
the Home was intended for the infirm and sick poor of the Jewish faith. It 
would therefore not be available for a holiday home or for those who could pay. 
Forms of application for admission would be distributed widely. among the 
hospitals and other institutions and the Jewish clergy. Mr. Eikin paid a tribute 
to the admirable work performed by Mrs. Bischotfsheim, who had been ably 
seconded by the ladies of the Committee. Prominent among. thos ladies wis 
Lady Lewis, and it was most fitting that in Mrs, Bischoffsheim’s regrettable 
absence she should have opened the Home. He proposed a vote of thanks to 
Lady Lewis. | 

Sir GeorGeE Lewis, in acknowledging the vote, briefly moved a vote of 
thanks to the Chief Rabbi for his address. 

The Cuter Rarst, in replying. pointed out that no vote of thanks had been 
assed to the Baroness de Hirsch.

DEATH OF BARON | 
FERDINAND de ROTHSCHILD. 


The Jewish community will join in the general feeling of mourning which 
has been evoked by the sudden and unexpected death of Baron Ferdinand de 
Rothschild, M.P., which took place on Saturday morning last, about eleven 
o'clock, at Waddesdon Manor, his seat in Buckinghamshire. The deceased had 
not been in robust health for some time. He suffered from a weak heart, 
resulting, it is supposed, from a fever he contracted when he visited the Nile in 
1879. In 1800 he tried the “cure” of Father Kneipp. Alllast winter hesuffered 
from intermittent cold accompanied with cough, and during the past few weeks 
the cold and cough returned, But not the slightest apprehensions of anything 
serious were entertained either by the Baron himself or his friends. He went about 
as usual, though he had to forego one or two appointments. Last Sunday week, 
Dec, 11th, he visited West Ham Cemetery, and deposited a wreath in the 
Mausoleum which he had erected over the grave of his lamented wife. On 
the following Wednesday he visited Marlborough House, and Thursday he left 
London for Waddesdon Manor. His relatives were then informed that he was 
not feeling well, but he rallied on Saturday morning, and took a hot bath. 
Syncope ensued, and he died immediately afterwards in the arms of his valet, 
The sad news was immediately telegraphed to his relatives in England and 
abroad, and likewise to the Prince of | 
Wales who, for many years, had honoured 
the deceased with his close friendship. 

Baron Ferdinand was exactly 50 years 
of age, Saturday, by a mournful coin- 
cidence, having been his birthday. He 
was to have celebrated this event on 
Monday by a dinner-party at his London 
house, which was to have been attended 
by the Prince of Wales. This function, 
however, had already been counter- 
manded by the Baron himself. More’ 
over, had he been well, he was to have 
left this week for Marseilles, there to 
join his steam yacht, ‘Rona,’ for a 
Mediterranean cruise. 


| Genealogical. 

The Vienna house of Rothschild was 
founded by Solomon Rothschild, the 
second son of Mayer Amschel of the 
Frankfort Judengasse. Solomon was 
named after an ancestor of the family, 
who was at one time Chief Rabbi of 
Wiirzburg. He was born in 1774, and 
in 1804 was taken into partnership with 
his father and his elder brother Amschel 
Mayer. He visited London in connec- 
tion with the business of the firm, 
which at that time largely consisted in 
dealing with the subsidies paid to 
Austria in connection with the 
Napoleonic wars. After the Peace of 
Vienna, during the negotiations of 
which the Elector of Hesse-Cassel had 
spread the fame of his “ Court Factor ” 
among the plenipotentiaries of the 
Powers, Solomon was sent to the Austrian 
capital to establish a branch house. 
Austria was at this period exceedingly 
favourable to Jewish financiers owing 
to her rupture with the great Dutch bankers, Joseph II., had much scandalised 
Europe by creating the first Jewish Baron in the person of Joseph Michael 
Arnstein, a son-in-law of the Berlin banker, Itzig; and soon after Solomon 
Rothschild’s settlement in Vienna he and his brothers, Amschel and Charles, 
were raised to the Austrian Adelstand. In 1822 they were created Barons. The 
~ house established by Baron Solomon soon became the most considerable of its 

kind in Vienna, while its chief achieved a very considerable popularity. After 
the troubles of 1848 he transferred his residence to Paris, where he died in 1855 
He was an Honorary Freeman of the City of Vienna, and he is one of the few 
Jews who have been immortalised in marble, a full-length statue of him having 


was the founder. By his wife, née Caroline Stern, he had two children, Anselm 
who married his cousin, Charlotte, eldest daughter of Nathan Mayer Rothschild 
of London, and the famous Baroness Betty, who became the wife of her uncle. 

Anselm Rothschild was born in 1803, and completed his 
education at the University of Berlin, At twenty years of age he entered the house

old and the youngest ten. 


Early Life and Marriage. 


Baron Ferdinand James Anselm de Rothschild was born on December 17th. 
1839, in Paris, where his father was in partnership at that time with Baron 
James, of that city. He received his education in Paris, Frankfort, and Vienna. 
Abstaining from taking part in the banking business of the re-established 
Vienna firm, which was controlled by his father and brother Albert, in 1860) 
Baron Ferdinand left Austria to settle in England. He not only settled here. 
but he became a naturalised Englishman deeply attached to English institutions. 

A romantic attachment sprang up between him and his cousin Evelina, the 
charming younger daughter of Baron and Baroness Lionel de Rothschild. They 
were married in 1865, on Wednesday, June 7th, at 148, Piccadilly, Baron Roth- 
schild’s then newly-built mansion. The function was one of considerable state 
and splendour, It was attended not only by all the members of the Rothschild 

| family, but also by some of the highest 
personages in the realm. The ceremony 
was performed late in the afternoon by 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. N. M. Adler, 
and the united clergy of the Great and 
Portland Street Synagogues, the bride- 
groom having been “ called to the Law” 
on the previous Sabbath at the latter 
place of worship. Mr. J. L. Mombach 
likewise took part in the ceremony with 
his choristers. Mr. Mombach—it is inter- 
esting to relate—had formerly given 
private instruction to Miss Evelina de 
Rothschild in the traditional melodies 
of domestic worship, and often spoke of 
the natural gaiety of his pupil, and the 
zest with which she threw herself into 
the rehearsal of the Seder tunes. 


At the banquet which followed, the 
health of the bridal couple was given by 
that intimate friend of the family, Lord 
Beaconsfield, then Mr. Disraeli, who pro. 
posed the health of the Prince of Wales, 
many years later, at the marriage of Mr. 
Leopold de Rothschild, and who some 
years before had been entrusted with 
the toast of the Bride and Bridegroom 
at the marriage of Baron Lionel’s eldest 
daughter, Leonora, to Baron Alphonse 
of Paris. In his speech on the occasion, 
Mr. Disraeli spoke as follows :— 


“There are few, I apprehend, in this 
room who have not had an opportunity of 
becoming acquainted with the bride. There 
are, I am sure, many in this room who deeply | 
love her. There are some in this room who, 
like myself, have watched, as it were, her 
existence from the cradle. But with our 
united experience I am sure we can agree in 
this—and that is to congratulate the bride- 


groom not merely to-day because he has gained 
those external charms we have always admired, but a temper that never fails, a heart that 


is ever cordial—that gay and brilliant spirit that made all with whom she was intimat> 
acknowledge its charm. I know not, indeed, what you may feel, but I myself have some 
gratification that whatever may have occurred this morning, her identity is so little changed 
that she has not even lost her name, and that we are not deprived of that Evelina de 
Rothschild whom we have so long admired and so long loved.”

Death of Baroness Evelina. : 

The happiness of which this brilliant union gave promise was 
destined to be of brief duration. Within eighteen months of her marriage, 
Baroness Evelina, apparently in the enjoyment of magnificent health, died in 
giving birth to her first child. Mother and child were laid in the same grave 
at West Ham. . 

This wholly unexpected event proved a terrible blow alike to the bereaved 
husband and the stricken parents. It is well-known that the Baroness Lionel 
never recovered from it, Hersense of bereavement found pathetic expression in 
the “Prayers and Meditations,” which she subsequently published, She founded 
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“Evelina” prizes in her daughter's memory in connection with the J ews’ F 


School, which mother and daughter had so often visited together. and w; 
other Jewish and non-Jewish schools. wie 


As for Baron Ferdinand, the loss of his young wife proved an abiding 
sorrow Which not all the wealth and pleasures of his high station could avail to 
dispel. Baron Ferdinand remained a widower to the last, cherishing the memory 
of his lost treasure with a melancholy tenderness. The handsome mausoleum 


which he erected over her grave—in which he also will rest—at West H 
from the design of Sir Digby Wyatt. am was 


In 1869, he founded in her memory the Evelina Hospital for Sick Children 
in Southwark Bridge Road—one of the very first hospitals in London. if not 
the first, in which special consideration was given to ventilation and abundance 
of light. Itisan unsectarian institution, and at the present time has nearly 700 in- 
patients, and between 6,000 and 7,000 out-patients, Needless to say, the liberality 
of its founder and principal supporter has kept pace with its growing needs,

Communal Service. 


At one time, Baron Ferdinand rendered valuable service to his community 
in various capacities. From 1868 to 1875, he occupied the post of Treasurer to 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, in succession to the late Moses Levy, and 
during that period he took the rota regularly. On one occasion, Baron 
lerdinand arrived at the Board famishing, having probably been too busy to get 
a meal. He begged that a crust of bread might be given. him before he pro- 
ceeded to business—doubtless the only instance on record of a Rothschild 
asking for bread at the Board of Guardians! In 1875; he resigned his office in 
view of his frequeat absences from England, and he was replaced by Lord 
Rothschild—then Sir N. M. de Rothschild ; Lord Rothschild being himself 


succeeded by Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, who is still one of the Board's 
Treasurers. 


Baron Ferdinand laid the foundation stone of the North London Syna- 
vogue, which was consecrated in 1868, and he was accompanied on this occasion 
hy his sister, Miss Alice de Rothschild. In 1870—shortly after the passing of 
the United Synagogue Act—he became a Warden of the Central Synagogue. 
and was, in fact, the first to occupy that position in the synagogue when it ceased 
to be merely a branch of the Great Synagogue and became a Constituent of the 
lnited Synagogue. His characteristic shyness was shown on his attending this 
Synagogue on one occasion. The doorkeeper did not recognise him, and made 
some demur to his proceeding towards his own seat. He was about to defer 
to this authority when he was recognised by the beadle. | 


In June, 1885, he distributed the prizes at the Stepney Jewish Schools, and 
founded a ‘‘ Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild Technical Scholarship.’ Some of 
his remarks on that occasion may be fittingly quoted here :— 

Children of the Stepney Schools, never forget as long as you live that you 
ae Jews and Jewesses. The day has happily gone by when distinctions were 


made between caste and creed, These distinctions have been set aside, and Jews 
and Jewesses in England are considered in the same light as those who profess 
the general creed of this country. For this reason determine that you shell 
be worthy of the liberties which your fathers obtained for you; prove worthy of those who 
have raised the name of Great Britain throughout the world; be proud that you are English 
men and English women,and maintain your position as Jews and Jeweases, next to the 
Christians of these realms. One word more and I will conclude. This 1s the first time I 


have come among you; but the proceedings of to-night have given mes) much interest 


that I should like my name to be for ever associated with the Stepney Jewish Schools. I 
will therefore found a Scholarship for the boy who most distinguishes himeelf in the 
technical branch of education in the Stepney Schools. 


Waddesdon Manor. 


But perhaps his greatest services to the community have been of an indirect 
character. The deceased Baron'was eminently famous as a leader of society, a 
country gentleman, a model landlord, a politician, a philanthropist, and a man of 
wide culture. The virtues he exhibited in these different capacities were of a 
high order, and calculated to reflect lustre on the community to which he 
belonged. His town residence at 143, Piccadilly, was the scene of many brilliant 


f unctions, but these were eclipsed by the social splendours of Waddesdon Manor, 
which have become historic. , 


In the county of Buckinghamshire, where so many of the Rothschild man- 
sions are situated, Waddesdon Manor stands on a lofty hill, overlooking the vale 
of Aylesbury, and facing Halton, the seat of Mr. Alfred de Rothschild, on the 
opposite side of the valley. Here the Baron converted what was 
once a bleak waste into a paradise, his efforts in this respect 
being seconded by his sister, Miss Alice de Rothschild, who, at the same 
time, acquired the adjoining estate of Egthorpe Priory. The Manor 
itself—a palatial building of glistening white marble—was designed by a French 
architect after the manner of a French chateau, and with a special view to the 
artistic treasures it was to contain. This is not the place to describe those price- 
less objects of art that have made Waddesdon Manor one of the most cele- 
brated homes in England—its masterpieces of painting and sculpture, its clocks, 
cabinets, and cassoni, its old furniture and tapestries, its cameos, boxes and 
porcelain, its carvings and armour, its rare books and rarer bindings, its spacious 
spiral staircases copied from the famous staircases of the Chateau 
Chenoneeaux. Sufficient has been written of these marvels of taste 
during the past week. All the world has been afforded some glimpse, also, of the 
other glories of Waddesdon Manor—its gardens and orchid houses, its rockeries 
and marble fountains, its aviary and managerie, its dairy, stables and 
model farm, its transplanted? forest trees, and clumps of golden yew 
It has been said that he entertained “royally and royalty.” The visit in 1890 of 
the Queen, who, having heard of these splendours from the Empress Frederick 
and Princess Beatrice, was anxious to see them for herself, was an honour which 
Her Majesty has paid to few of her subjects. Another royal guest was the Shah 
of Persia, who, it may be remembered, was particularly delighted with the 
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bureau-clock made for Louis XIV. The Prince of Wales was a trequent 
visitor, and the accident he recently sustained arose from slipping on one of 
the spiral staircases. 


A Model Squire and Philanthropist. 


Tf anvone should be inclined to infer from a record of this magnificence that 


Baron Ferdinand was a selfish worldling, he would make a great mistake. In 
creating Waddesdon Manor, he called into existence Waddesdon, which gave 
employment to a prosperous and contented population. He was a model land- 
lord, who would have none but model cottages on his estate, He built churches 
and chapels, schools and libraries for his tenantry, and gave them a cricket field 
and magnificent pavilion. His fine grounds, consisting of nearly 1,000 acres, were 
thrown open to the public. To public and private charities he was a generous 
contributor, and many are the stories told of the readiness with which he came 
to the assistance of distress. In a word, he presented the perfect type of a 
country gentleman. 

in his personal habits he was exceedingly simple, dressing carelessly, and 


not nbove lolling on the grasswith a pipe in his mouth, so that he was once 


warned off his own grounds for contravening the regulations. He has been seen 
in a third-class carriage. ‘Though dispensing lordly hospitality to others, he 
himself was a total abstainer and a temperance reformer—like his kinswoman 
Iuady Battersea—and might occasionally be seen partaking of a modest cup of 
cocoa at a temperance bar. He was often mistaken for a very humble 
individual, and was decidedly of a shy disposition. 

No more practical man blessed with the means of doing good ever took more 
pains to do good without doing harm. He was continually trying to find some 
fresh means by which he could carry out his.trust for the benefit of his fellows. 
On one oceasion, he offered £2,000 to several different persons in turn if they 
could suggest some useful plan for spending it. 

One friend who was consulted, actually advertised in a paper that £2,000 was 
available, Eventually this was used for starting the Army Reservists House 
where men coming out of the Army can lodge while they are looking for work. 


This has now been going for four years, and many hundreds have lodged 


there. more than two-thirds having obtained employment. He took the 
closest interest in the Evelina Hospital and in every detail, though he 
was never ev ccidens, He continually heard about it, but was always 
most anxious that this institution, like others in which he took an 
interest, should secure the attention of their governing body and 
not rely upon one man. On one occasion, at a public dinner, he most 
frankly peinted out how often it was suggested to him to wipe out the debts of 
various charities. Had he aeceded to this, the result would undoubtedly have 
been to weaken the charity and paralyse the energy of the Committee. The 
same principle guided him in his aid to endless individual cases, He helped well 
and iberally, but always with care and enquiry. Numbers of young people have 
heen aided and helped at the most critical times 1a their lives by an unseen hand. 
More than ene lad who was fighting the battle of hfe, and, from misfortune, 
was all but overthrown, by timely and liberal aid has been enabled to follow his 
eourse and reach the goal he was aiming at. | 

It is, indeed, cheering to find that effortsto help are | many cases successful, 
hut that success is only achieved by care and judgmenc prompted by unselfish 
sympathy. ‘There are many who will mourn his loss, but thousands more who 
have losta friend they have never seen or even known by name, and who always 
gave without looking for anything in return. 


Politics and Literary Characteristics. 


He entered pohtical life about 13 years ago. He had already been selected 
as the Liberal candidate for St. George’s-in-the-East, when a vacancy occurred at 
Aylesbury, caused by the promotion of Sir N. M. de Rothschild to the. peerage. 
This decided him to withdraw from his metropolitan candidature, and contest 
the Rothschild seat. After a rather severe fight he won with a majority of (0 
ona poll ot 4,000. From that time his seat was safe beyond attack. When the 
constituency of Aylesbury was merged in the Mid-Bucks division, so that he 
had to stand another election the same year, he was again triumphant : as also 


‘jn Ik86 and 1892. At the time of the Home Rule split he became a Liberal 


Unionist, and his great influence helped not a little to weld together 
the heterogeneous elements of the new party. In Parliament, where 
he was constant in his attendance, he did not speak often nor well, 
but what he said was eminently thoughtful and worth listening to. He took 
the deepest interest in the local affairs of his constituency, of which 
he was a munificent supporter. He was a Justice of the Peace and Deputy 
Lieutenant of his county, and he was a hard-working member of the Bucks 
County Council. He was an ardent Freemason, and became Worshipful Master 
of a local Lodge, No. 2,420, Waddesdon, which he had helped to found and 
on which’ he bestowed his name—the Ferdinand de Rothschild Lodge 
He was likewise a Trustee of the British Museum, in which he ‘took 
much personal interest, and which, as we mention below, will be enriched under 
his will. He was also a Director of the London, Brighton, and South Coast 
Railway. 

A man of wide culture and strong literary sympathies, Baron Ferdinand 
made a special study of French history. Latterly he became more and more 
engrossed in his books, and showed a tendency to withdraw from society. The 
result of some of his studies he gave to the public in the form of lectures to 
working men, and articlesin the Nineteenth Century, and in a polished and interest- 
ing work which he produced in 1896, entitled “ Personal Characteristics from 
French History.” His knowledge of French diaries was almost unique. Accord- 
ing to the Daily Graphic, he once wrote a German novel under the title of 
“Vroni.” Another work of his makesno pretensions to literary value, but is 


nevertheless noteworthy. At theend of 134 he visited South Africa, in the- 


height of the mining boom. He printed for private circulation the diary of his 
travels, The following account of his | 
- Visit to a Johannesburg Synagogue 
will be found interesting :— : 

_ “Friday, 28th December was a well-filled day. There are three or four Jewish con- 
gregations at Johannesburg, and I promised to receive a deputation from one of these at 
six on the evening of the day of my arrival. But the Secretary of the most important 


congregation in the place had also requested me to receive a deputation from bis body, and 
I had replied that I should be willing to do eo at nine the following morning at the syna- 
gogue. So to the synagogue I-went at the appointed time, but the synagogue was empty. | 
Having repeatedly rung the bell in vain, I at last came across a timid individual, who said 
he knew nothing about me or my deputation, but that he would fetch the Minister, who 
lived in the immediate vicinity. Meanwhile, I solaced myself by talking to the school- 
master and to the school-children, who were learning their lessons in a room adjoining the 
synagogue, and who were duly made to show off by singing come glees and hymns. No 
children of their class could have been cleaner, more neatly dressed and generally of a 
more refined type. Many were fair-haired, and had quite an Anglo-Saxon look, and of 
these some were the children of Russian immigrants. At last, rubbing his eyes, the 
Minister turned up, having evidently been disturbed in his slumber or from his theological 
studies, and looking very much askance at me. My letter, he said, had not come to band, 
it must have been incorrectly addressed or the messenger had taken it to the wrong 
person, but if I would wait he would collect the members of the deputation, 
and then the address would be duly presented, dc, &c. But an hour at 
least must elapse before the deputation could make its appearance ; every 
minute of our time had been planned out, and we were expected at ten 
at the Robinson Mine. We all looked very foolish, the minister and I 
haranguing each other, the schoolmaster and his pupils gaping at us from the green, and 
A. M. grinning down from the landau. 1 waxed rather wroth, and left the place abruptly, 
advising the minister to manage things better on another occasion. Late in the eveninga 
large parcel was delivered to me at the hotel. It contained the address, which was mag- 
nificently illuminated and suitably framed, and with it was a note stating that my letter 
had not yet been received, I felt truly sorry for the mishap, vented my choler on the 
hall-porter, and wrote a reply to the donors couched in the most grateful terms, accom- 


panied by a cheque for the poor. Thusa ridiculous episode came to what I trust was a 
satisfactory finale.” 


The Rothschild Family. 


Baron Ferdinand is not the only member of the Rothschild family who has 
contributed to literature. Baron Nathan James Edward de Rothschild wrote a work 
in French on the Mystery of the Old Testament, and Baron Arthur has treated 
the History of Postage. Clementina de Rothschild (of Frankfort). wrote 
“Letters to a Christian Friend on the Fundamental Truths of Judaism,” 
which were translated into English. Reference has already been made to 
the Baroness Lionel’s authorship. The “History and ‘Literature of the 
Israelites according to the Old Testament and Apocrypha,” by Constance and 
Annie de Rothschild (Lady Battersea and Mrs. Eliot Yorke), is a well-known 
work on Jewish History, while the compilations of the Hon. Walter de Roth- 
schild take the very highest rank in scientific literature. 

Many rumours have been afloat as to which memberof the Rothschild family 
will succeed to Baron Ferdinand’s wealth, his estate not having been entailed. It 
is believed that his nephew, Baron George Albert Rothschild, of Vienna, who is 


at present an undergraduate at Cambridge, has been appointed the principal 


heir. A speech delivered by Baron George at the recent decennary banquet of 
the Cambridge Hebrew congregation was reported on the occasion in the 
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Gift to the Nation. 


We are enabled to confirm the announcement that the late Baron Ferdinand 
de Rothschild has bequeathed, under certain conditions, to the British Museum. 
some of the magnificent an] rare art treasures of Waddesdon Manor, which 
the deceased Baron found so much pleasure in collecting with rare judgment, 
and discrimination, and at immense cost. 


The Baron's untimely death will be widely and deeply deplored. The world 
of rank and fashion in which he moved will miss the amiable friend whose 
hospitalities were as genial as his disposition was kind. And his death will come 
home with bitter significance to those who were dependent on him—his servants 
and tenantry at Waddesdon, and the poor of Aylesbury and the surrounding 
neighbourhood, to all of whom he had rendered himself beloved by many 
thoughtful acts. They have lost in him a benefactor whom it will not be easy 
to replace. But those will miss him most to whom he was most near and dear— 
his brothers and sister, and the other members of the Rothschild family. The 


Jewish public will desire to offer them the expression of its deep sympathy in 
their sorrow. 


Removal of the Body to London. 


Remarkable demonstrations of esteem and respect took place on Tuesday 
evening at Waddesdon and Aylesbury, when the body of the late Baron 
Ferdinand de Rothschild was being removed from Waddesdon Manor to 
London. Practically the whole population of the district round the late Baron's 
residence followed the hearse conveying his remains to Waddesdon Manor 
Station (on the Aylesbury and Buckingham Section of the Metropolitan Rail- 
way), Whence it was taken by special train to London, It was desired that the 
transfer of the body from the country to London should be made as quietly and 
as privately as possible, but the people amongst whom the y peed had lived 
for almost a quarter of a century, and for whose advantage and improvement 
he had performed so much, were unwilling to take a last farewell of their bene- 
factor without some slight expression of their esteem. When the arrangements 
which had been made became known it wasresolved that every classin the com- 
munity at Waddesdon and on the adjoining estate of Miss Alice de Rothschild 
should follow the remains of the late Baron to the railway station. It was 
almost dark when the plain oaken shell containing the mortal remains of the 
deceased Baron was removed from the Red Drawing Room, where they had lain 
since his death, and placed in the hearse. On the coffin were laid wreaths of 
flowers from the upper and under servants at Waddesdon Manor, the tradesmen 
of Aylesbury, the tradesmen of Waddesdon, the school children at Waddesdon, 
the foremen on the estate, the tenants on Miss de Rothschild’s estate, and from 
the Rev. Dr. Yule, Rector of Waddesdon, and Sir Edward Lawson. Inside the 
park grounds were assembled only the personal dependents of the deceased. The 
tenants and school children waited in the village, outside the ing-room which 
the benevolence of the Baron had provided for them. Followed by the house 
servants and employés on the estate, the hearse slowly passed down the steep 
winding drive leading to Waddesdon. Outside the park gates a momentary halt 
was nee the component parts of the procession were marshalled in their 
proper order. 

Immediately after the hearse came the Baron’s private carriage, empty, and 
with the blinds closely drawn. Following it were the vehicles with t ° chief 
employés, including Mr. Taylor, the house steward (who had charge of the 
arrangements) ; Mr. Sims, the estate steward ; and Mr. Jaques, the heat gardener. 
Then came the house servants, male and female, the employés on the estate, the 
tenantry, and, lastly, the children of the National and British Schools at 
Waddesdon and Upper Withendon. Dr. Shaw, the late medical attendant of 
Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, and the Rev. Dr. Yule were also with the 
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cortege. At the Aylesbury cross-roads the employs and tena; Sw 
estate of Miss Rothschild had assembled, just outside the Avleders conte 
Waddesdon Park. These fell into line and walked with the procession to the 
Railway Station. Including the 300 children, over 1 (4) persons followed the 
remains of their late landlord and employer. Every one, even the httle chil- 
dren, wore the habiliments of mourning, and their demeanour plainly showed 
their keen sense of the loss which had been sustained by the eommiunity ras 


hen the station was reached the coffin was placed 
punctually at five o'clock the carriages moved out B- aced in a special train, and 


the station, ami ide 
sincere expressions of regret. Of the eight men who 
Waddesdon Manor and at thestation only one had been less than twenty years in 
the Baron’s employment, and most of them had s itcha 


: served him ever since he purchased 
the Waddesdon Estates. At Aylesbury Station. where a short onpana was 


made to allow Lord Battersea to join the train, a great ero srsons h; 

assembled on the platform. Quite a large number of 
the train, including a beautiful one from Colonel and Mrs. Goodall. of Dinton 
Hall, Aylesbury. Both as the train entered and left the station everyone in the 
station uncovered, and manifested his sorrow at the departure for ever from 
amongst the community of one whose benefactions had not been limited by the 
boundaries of his own property, but had extended with generous 
liberality into Aylesbury itself. The special train, after leaving Aylesbury 
did not stop again until it reached Finchley Road. It was here that 
the body was removed from the train, Finchley Road station offering better 
opportunities for privacy than Baker Street, where the traffic is very heavy 
between six and seven in the evening. Mr. Gershon Friedlander. the Sexton of 
the United Synagogue, and the officials of the Burial Society were in attendance. 
The coffin was reverently borne - the stairs to the hearse which was in waiting 
outside the station, and which, followed by three broughams conveying mourners 
from the estate, then drove to 143, Piccadilly. . - 


The Funeral. 


The express desire of the family that the funeral should be carried out as 
privately as possible was scrupulously obeyed. Even had the early hour (half- 
past nine) at which the body was to be removed not acted as a deterrent. the 
raw, misty morning would have served to prevent a large gathering. As it was 
the attendance was of the smallest, and was almost wholly confined to relatives 
of the deceased Baron. So anxious were the family that there should be no 
display that they gave directione for all the wreaths, numbering a hundred, with 
the exception of those sent by the family, to be forwarded in advance to West 
Ham Cemetery. These were so large that they filled five private omnibuses. 
which were dispatched from the house at half-past seven in the morning. 


The outer coffin, of polished oak with brass fittings but devoidof name plate 


lay in one of the handsome apartments on the ground floor. and here the Revs.. 
M. Hast, and A. E. Gordon were in attendance. The relatives, who were 
received in the Baron’s morning room. were: Baron Albert de Rothschild, of 
Vienna, the younger brother and Executor, and his son, Baron G. A. de Roths- 
child, of Cambridge University ; Lord Rothschild, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild 
and Baron Edmond de Rothschild. of Paris, brothers-in-law ; the Hon. Walter 
Rothschild, Baron James de Rothschild (son of Baron Edmond), who is an under- 
graduate at Cambridge University, and M. Albert Goldschmidt, of Frankfort- 


on-the-Main, nephews; the Karl of Rosebery and Lord Battersea. Among others 


in attendance were the Chief Rabbi, Mr. E. S. Valentine (formerly representative 
of Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons in Holland), Mr. 8. G. Asher, the Revs, D 


Fay and E. Spero. There were also present a number of employs and servants 
of Waddesdon and Piccadilly, and on Miss Alice de Rothschild’s estate. 
included Messrs. 
Gibbs and Day. 

Punctually at the hour appointed the cortege left the house. It was of the 
plainest character. The hearse and the few mourning coaches, in which all 
the mourners rode, were driven by pairs of horses only, and the entire absence 
of funereal trappings—even the drivers wore no bands—was commented upon by 
the small knot of bystanders who. stood outside the house, and respectfully 
uncovered as the coffin came into view. 

The cort¢ge proceeded first at a walking, and subsequently at a more rapid 
pace to West Ham Cemetery, where in addition to those above-mentioned there 
were also assembled Sir Francis Knollys, Sir Edward Hamilton, the Rt. Hon. 
C. R. Spencer and Mr. P. Ornstien.

The burial service, wholly in Hebrew, was conducted by the Rev. M. Hast,

The funeral arrangements were made under pressure of time, as no member 
of the family was willing to give any instructions until the arrival of Baron 
Albert de Rothschild on Tuesday.

MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


Yesterday (Thursday) afternoon, at four o'clock, a Memorial Service for the 
late Baron was held at the Central Synagogue. of which he had been a membe 
and Past Warden. It was intended to bea private family service for the members 
of the family and personal friends of the Baron, and was only held because, in 
consequence of his having no family, the customary week of mourning (Shiva) will 
not beobserved. There was, nevertheless, such a large gathering in the synagogue 
that the building was packed and admission had to be refused to many persons.

The Prince of Wales, who was attended by two of his equerries, reached the 
synagogue by the Charlotte Street entrance, where a handsome carpet had been 
laid down. His Royal Highness was escorted to the specially prepared reception 
room, where he was received by Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, who conducted him 
to the Warden's box, which he occupied together with Lord Rothschild and 
Baron Albert de Rothschild. As the Prince entered all present rose. 

Small detachments of pupils were in attendance from the Jews’ Free School 
and Stepney Jewish Schools. 

There was nothing in the interior of the sacred edifice to denote the 
character of the service. There was no funereal drapery. The Curtain of the 
Ark and the coverings of the Reading Desk and Pulpit were of white satin, and 
iu front of the Ark was banked a mass of white flowers and plants tastefully 
arranged. 

The service was fully choral, aud was conducted by the Revs. D. Fay, 8. 
Singer, and E. Spero. The choir was under the direction of Mr. Jules Hollander, 
and was strengthened for the occasion by the addition of some adult male voices. 
Seated on the Almemmar in their canonicals were the Revs. M. Hast and A. E. 
Gordon, the Readers of the Great Synagogue (of which Baron Ferdinand was 


also a member, and in connection with which he was married), but they took | 


no part in the service. 

In the Choir gallery was placed an organ, at which Mr. Angelo A. Asher 
presided. Prior to the commencement of the service Mr. Asher played as a 
voluntary, “Oh rest in the Lord’ (Ehjah). 

The service proper commenced with the reading of Mineha by the Rev. E. 
Spero. Then followed Psalm 16 (Michtam Ledavid), with Lewandowski's fine 
music (specially arranged by the Rev. E. Spero) splendidly rendered by Mr 
Spero and the choir with organ accompaniment. eas 

“The Rev. D. Fay next impressively read in English Psalm 39. and the Rev 
S. Sincer recited excerpts from the Memorial Service for the Dead as 

Lord, what is man, that thou regardest him? or the son of man, that thou takest 


account of him? Man is like to vanity; his days are as a shadow that passeth away. In’ 


the morning he bloometh, and sprouteth afresh; in the evening he is cut down, and 
withereth. So teach us to number our days that we may get usa heart of wisdom. Mark 
the innocent man, and behold the upright: for the latter end of that manis peace. But 
God will redeem my soul from ths grasp of the grave : for He will receive me. My flesh 
and my heart faileth: but God is the strength ot my heart and my portion for ever. And 
the dust returneth to the earth as it was, but the spirit returneth unto God who gave it. 
I shall behold thy face in righteotsness; I shall be satisfied, when I awake, with thy 
likeness. 


The Curer then delivered the following 
ADDRESS AND PRAYER. 


- A few hours ago we consigned to the gree all that was mortal of our 
departed brother. His body rests by the si 

he mourned for thirty-two years: lovely and pleasant were they in their lives— 
they are divided no more. His demise in the flower of his manhood, and the 
suddenness with which he was summoned hence, have filled the hearts of his 
kinsfolk and of his numerous friends with feelings of sorrow almost approach- 
ing consternation. Itis, therefore, meet that we should devoutly gather in the 
House of God, so that in the multitude of thoughts within us, the comforts of 
His holy word and His blessed assurance of immortality may sustain and soothe 
our souls; and I willingly assent to the wishes of the mourners to consecrate a 
few words, however feeble and faltering, to his memory. 

And, speaking as I do in this synagogue of which Ferdinand de Rothschild 
was sometime Warden, itis appropriate that I should, in the first instance, record 
the gladsome services he rendered our own community. He evidenced much 
sympathetic activity in the establishment of the North London Synagogue 
and presided at a public meeting which led to its foundation. It was almost 
this very day—the 24th of December, 1867—that he laid the stone ou which the 
Holy Ark rests. I have also a vivid recollection of an occasion on which he 
presided at the distribution of prizes to the pupils of our schools in Stepney, 
when he emphatically said to the children—a detachment of whom I see here 


e of the wife of his youth, whom 
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to-day—" Never forget that you are Jews and Jewesses, but at the same time be 
proud that you are Englishmen and Englishwomen. Determined to be worthy 
of the liberties which your fathers obtained for you; prove worthy of those 
who have raised the name of Great Britain throughout the world.” These 
words are the key-note of his entire career, and I may add that they constitute 
the moving force of every intelligent Hebrew in the British Empire. In virtue 
of being faithful Sons of the Covenant we are steeped to the lips in passionate 
loyalty to the throne and devoted love for our country. ey as 

It was this spirit that prompted Ferdinand de Rothschild’s life work. The 
bright sunshine which had greeted the outset of his career, soon, alas, became 
over-clouded. His wedded happiness endured but one brief year. The calamity 
that befel him was one before which the stoutest heart might have quailed, but 
he bethought himself how he might most worthily honour the loved and lost. 
He felt that the noblest memorial he could rear would be to dry the tears of 
others, not to shed them himself, the fairest wreath he could lay upon her tomb 
would be a garland of good deeds. Knowing how es child-nature 
had always appealed to his wife's kindly soul, how deep had been her 
pity for the suffering, he founded the Evelina Hospital for the reception 
and treatment of the sick children of the poor, without distinction of creed. He 
readily judged that. as there was no sectarianism In suffering there could be 
none in its alleviation. He planted the Hospital in South London, which almost 
vies with the East End in respect of poverty and misery. It was a source of 
keen satisfaction to him to watch over and to aid its development and to enlarge 
the sphere of its usefulness. | | 

But the cause of philanthropy, however dear to his heart, did not absorb all 
the faculties of his ever-active mind. His chief characteristic was the richness 
and variety of the interests that alternately claimed his thoughts. As an English 
country gentleman he took just pride in his estate. he cared sedulously for 
the material and moral welfare of his tenants, and built model cottages, places of 
worship, and schools for them. And he strove to make its waste places like Eden, 
and its wilderness like a garden of Paradise, so that Waddesdon Manor became 
one of the fairest among the stately homes of England. It was, 
indeed a passion with him to add grace and loveliness to the surroundings of 
common life. He recognised Art as the inspired interpreter of the Ideal, which 
unfolds to men the beauty of all created things. It was a fount of unfailing 
delight to him to'gather the master-pieces of the world’s great painters, the 
things of beauty wrought by men who, in the words of Scripture, “ were filled 
with a spirit of wisdom, understanding and knowledge in all manner of work- 
manship to devise cunning works. to work in gold and in silver and in the cutting 
of stones to set them, ail in the carving of timber.” He thus became a recog- 
nised connoisseur and highly-prized patron of Art, whose experience was of 
signal value in the administration of our great national collection. But dearer 
to him than his seat in the Legislature or at the Board of Trustees of the 
British Museum was his arm-chair in his library. where he studied with loving 
assiduity, where he penned his books and ticles bearing on French literature 
and history, couched in a style conspicuous for its luminous and polished grace. 

For it was characteristic of the late Baron that he could not truly enjoy 
any of his possessions, either his knowledge or his treasures, unJess he.was able 


to share them with others. On the facade of a nobleman’s house in Derbyshire 


the words are inscribed : “* Amicis et sibi °—‘ For my friends first and afterwards 
for myself.’ This might have been his motto; nothing afforded him greater 
gratification than when he could exhibit and descant upon his collection of art 
treasures toa host of guests and friends, among whom he was privileged to 
number our Gracious Sovereign and the members of her Royal House: thus 
realising Solomon's words: “ He that loveth pureness of heart, that hath grace 
on his lips, the King shall be his friend.’ 


And yet for all that, although dearly loved by his kinsfolk, albeit surrounded 


by a loyal band of friends who admired him for his gracious courtesy, his 


genuine refinement, and his kindly and genial humour, his life was almost a 
lonely one. What depth of truth is therein the old Talmudic adage: M3 
NON, “ It isthe wife that makes the home.” But happily for the stricken widower. 
ever since his wife’s death his sister was bis constant friend and devoted com- 
panion,and on her and his heirs now devolves the sacred duty of continuing the noble 
work which her brother initiated, a duty from the opaehaedl of which, how- 
ever arduous, she will notshrink. Huislast publicappearance was at the general 
meeting of the Smithfield Club, where he was unanimously chosen President 
for the year 1900. He accepted the invitation with a melancholy smile, 
remarking that he would be the first President of the new century. It was 
willed otherwise. Last Sunday week being the Jahrzeit of his wife's death he, 
in accordance with our hallowed usage, visited her grave. All that is mortal of 
him now rests by the side of her whom he loved with a life-long chivalrous 
loyalty. Their souls, our faith teaches us, are re-united in Heaven, no. can we. 
dare we, believe that death and dissolution constitute the end of human life. 

_ An old Saxon chieftain, was once revelling with his boon companions in the 
brilliantly-lghted banquetting hall, when he noticed a bird flying from end to 
end, and he exclaimed : “ Even thus is our fate. Out of the darkness we come : 
we speed for a while through a gay and mérry world and then again into dark- 
ness we lapse.” So is our end, dear Congregants, “ the dust returning to the earth 
as it was, but the spirit returning unto God who gave it.” Our true essence is 
deathless. Spirit of God's undying Spirit, soul of His immortal soul, if we 
have risen to a true conception of life and our duty then our end will not 
be a leap in the dark, but—

then comes rest and peace, rest with God, peace everlasting, the rest and

THE HIGH RENTS IN EAST LONDON. 


IMPORTANT PUBLIC MEETING, 


A densely crowded audience assembled on Monday pi 
Hall, Goulston Street, at a public meeting held for the purpose of otis 
the high rents prevailing in Whitechapel and the surrounding district, and ic 
protest against the pernicious system of rack-renting that is being practised by 
some of the owners of house property in that locality. Lord Rothschild had 
romised to preside at the meee but was prevented by the death of his 
rother-in-law, Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild. Sir Save Monracv. Bart 
M.P., occu ied the chair, and he was supported on the platform by the Revs, the 
_L. W. Lawson, L.C.C., H. 8. Lewis, Stuart M. § 
B. 8. Strauss, L.C.C. Renwick: Seager, 
e CHAIRMAN, on rising to address the meeting, was received wi 
cheers and prolonged Having read a letter from Lord 
expressing his regret at his inability to attend the meeting, Sir Samuel said that 
he also regretted Lord Rothschild’s absence and the cause that had occasioned it 
Lord Rothschild was entitled much more than he to preside over that meeting 
because his lordship had done more than anybody else to combat the increase o 
rent in Whitechapel. He had taken the initiative in the movement which had 
led to the erection of the four blocks of model dwellings built by the Four Per 
Cent. Industrial Dwellings Company—a movement which had been productive 
of so much good for the poor of East London that he hoped those beneficent 
operations would be extended. He knew that it was contemplated to erect other 
blocks of dwellings, and he suggested that on the new capital that would be 
raised for the purpose only three per cent. interest should be paid. 
Before rupee them upon the purpose for which they had assembled he 
desired to contradict a rumour that was being circulated in the East End that 
he was a large owner of property in East London. As a matter of fact, he did 
not own any house property whatever, east of the City. He had the utmost 
abhorrence of the practices of the East End house-usurers, In his opinion, the 
house-usurer was more to be condemned than the money-lender, because whilst 
the money-lender was very often simply the means of hastening the inevitable 
parting between the fool and his money, the house-usurer fattened upon his 
gains from the working man and ground the faces of the poor. The money- 
lenders had been dealt with by the Jewish community, which had denounced and 
boycotted them. They had now to deal with the house-usurer, a class which, he 
was sorry to say, included some members of the Jewish community. Hard- 
heartedness was a failing that was not peculiar to any creed or to any com- 
munity. On the contrary, it had always been said of Jews that they were com- 
passionate sons of compassionate fathers, but that precious heritage was being 
igasheg by those blood-suckers:-who were thriving in Whitechapel. (Cheers.) 
‘here were three ways of dealing with those men. They could be dealt with 
socially, legally and financially. Socially, by ousting them from every honourable 
position in the community, Legally, by the formation of a Tenants’ Defence 
Committee, which would retain a lawyer for the purpose of setting the 
machinery of the law in motion against any landlord who oppressed 
his tenant. Financially, they could do still more. A Three Per Cent. 
Industrial Dwellings Co. could be formed to build houses in suburban 
London, whereto the inhabitants of the congested districts of White- 
chapel and Spitalfields could migrate, and where the rent would be 
lower and the air purer. The time was approaching when he would cease to 
be the bi shire hd of Whitechapel in Parliament, after having been its mem- 
ber for about 15 years. Before he took his leave of the district he wanted to 
exert a last effort to advance the welfare of his constituents and_ to 
make them a_ parting gift. With that object in view he had 
approached the London County Council and offered to place at its 
disposal, as a free gift, 26 acres of land which he possessed at Edmonton. 
(Loud cheers.) On that property, which was at present used as grazing land, it 
would be possible to erect 700) houses, capable of, accommodating three or four 
thousand persons. He had stipulated that the tenants should occupy the houses 
free from taxation, and that facilities should be offered to them to own the house 
which they tenanted. If, however, after having purchased the house the tenant 
desired to remove from the neighbourhood he would have to re-sell his house to 
the London County Council at a fair valuation. The only condition that he had 
attached to his offer was that in allotting the houses preference should_be given 
to residents in Whitechapel of not less than three years’ duration. 
that his offer would be accepted by the Council, because it would not only serve 
_ the purpose for which he had made it, but would, he hoped, tend appreciably to 
counteract the practices of the rack-renting landlords. The house-usurers had 
better take warning in time. Unless they ceased their nefarious operations they 
would be scorned and driven away by avery right-minded person, and they would 
become as the lepers of old before whom the very children in the streets would 
cry out “‘ Unclean! Unelean!” (Cheers.) 


The Cuief Rast, who was also received with cheers, proposed the 
following resolution :— 


That this meeting strongly protests against the practice of exacting unduly high rents 
for working-class dwellings, a practic2 which causes misery, overcrowding, and 
evictions, and it is also of opinion that means should be taken to obtain for the 
tenants security of tenure on fair terms. 


Dr. ADLER said it might be surprising to find him, a clergyman, taking part 
in a meeting which was concerned with a purely business affair, but he had come 
there because he dearly loved his toiling brethren and felt most acutely any 
wrong or injustice that might be perpetrated upon them.

(Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Srvuart M. SAMUEL, in seconding the proposition, said that he hoped 
those whose actions the meeting had been convened to denounce would not be 
impervious to public opinion, and that meeting would have a desirable effect. 
But in case that hope was not to be realised, a plan of campaign should be 
inaugurated, by means of which extortionate rents could be resisted and an 
organised effort made to test the landlord's right to impose them. 

Mr. H. L. W. Lawson stated that, in his opinion, the subject they had met 
to discuss embraced one of the gravest of the social problems in the metropolis 
at the present time. It was most desirable to dissociate the Jewish community, 
as a body, from the individual black sheep who by their actions were casting 
discredit upon the Jewish faith and race. Nor should it be imagined that the 
wicked system of rack-renting was peculiar to Whitechapel. .Ina report dealing 
with the question of overcrowding in Bethnal Green, he read of instances on 
almost parallel lines with what was happening in Spitalfields and Whitechapel. 
He firmiy believed that the existing state of affairs could only be remedied by 
the municipal authorities, who should be encouraged to erect model dwellings 
for the poor in various parts of the metropolis. 

The Rev. 8. SINGER also spoke in support of the resolution, He commended 
the action that had already been taken by the London County Council with a 
view to improving the housing of the poor. _ 

_ The resolution was then put to the meeting and was carried by acclamation 
amid cheering. | | 

Mr. J. Renwick SEAGER proposed “That it is desirable that a Committee 
should be formed, entitled the Tenants’ Defence Committee.” He said that in 
addition to those neighbourhoods already mentioned where the evil of rack- 
renting was prevalent, he knew from his own observation that a similar condition 
existed in Mile End and certain districts in the north and south of London. He 
was inclined to think that the question for the people of London to consider was 
that of the housing of the poor generally rather than the particular evil of rack- 
hoped that the movement they had initiated that 
evening would have the effect of remedying the evil to some extent. 

Mr. JoHN Harris, in seconding the resolution, said that although Sir 
Samuel Montagu’s offer was generous, and the pledge of the London County 
Council to erect model dwellings was satisfactory, it was imperative that some 
steps should be taken at once to determine the increase of rents in the East 
End. It was for that reason that he welcomed the formation of a Tenants 
Defence Committee, which would apply itself without delay to the question. 

Mr, HERMANN LANDAU pointed out the utility of such a Committee as it 


was proposed to form. It was usual with some landlords in the East End who — 


were prevented by a clause in the agreement with their tenant from raising the 
rent, to refuse to repair or to renovate the house. In course of time the house 
became absolutely uninhabitable, and the tenant was compelled to quit, and the 
landlord was enabled to install a new tenant at an increased rent. In such circum: 
stances it would be the duty of the Tenants’ Defence Committee to compel the 
landlord to make the requisite repairs to the house, and he was sure that such a 
Committee would be an incalculable boon to the poor of East London. 

Mr. H. 8. Lewis, who on rising to support the resolution was received with 
enthusiasm, mentioned instances that had been brought under his notice where 
the most disastrous results to the poor tenants had followed upon the raising of 
their rents by an unscrupulous landlord. He hoped that the erection of model 
dwellings at Edmonton would tend to relieve the terrible congestion in various

Death of Baron has passed away one of the most prominent members 
Ferdinand of the great Jewish honse, which, by its unaffected 
de Rothschild. devotion to its race, its high-minded purposes and the 
lofty ideals it has ever set before itself has 

teen at once the pride and the strength of our community. To 


this remarkable family—endeared to all Jews throughout the entire 


world—our deepest and sincerest sympathy goes forth in its hour 
of sorrow, a sympathy mingled with grateful recognition of all it 
has been and all it has done for our sorely-tried race. Baron 
Ferdinand himself—husband of that sweetest of charming women, the 
late Baroness Evelina—had for some time withdrawn himself from the closest 
ken of his coreligionists, though the recollection of his past work has not 
faded from Jewish memory. To the masses of his fellow citizens, however, 
his nature could scarcely have been traly known. It Is only too probable that 
the name of Rothschild represents to the average mind merely accumulated 
capital and successful international banking ; the millionaire, an object of 
auspicion to the social reformer, and of incessant envy to thousands of his 
fellow beings. Perhaps, too, in the popular haphazard manner there mingle 
with these imaginings vague notions of ostentation and display one 
from experience of valgar parvenus who parade and flaunt their wealth in the 
face of the world. Then comes death, and raisivg the veil a little reveals 
the true personality ; a refined and artistic temperament, & prs and 
generous heart, a native simplicity of character, # patron of the arts, a lover

to a wider humanitarian outlook and a more catholic charity. His generosity 
knew no religious restriction but flowed freely to all denominations. He

Example of a lesson and refutes a heresy. We all know the 
Jewish venerable delusion that the Jews are, so to speak, 
Adaptability. foreign matter in the national composition, an exotic 


growth grafted on the national stock. They are 
unique, we are told, and their uniqueness bafiles fusion. Or, as one writer 
has put it, ‘ they are like balls of quicksilver which mingle with nothing they 
touch, but roll forward to re-unite in greater masses further on.” This is a 
superficial and short-sighted judgment. The Jew most certainly does not rebound 
at contact with other races bat rather exhibits an extraordinary talent to 
amalgamate with them and adapt himself to their habits and methods ; and 
of this faculty of adaptation in its finest sense, Baron Ferdinand’s career was 
an admirable example. Cosmopolitan of cosmopolitans, he became a devoted 
English patriot; sprang from a great house of financiers, he glided 
easily into the life of an English county squire and farmer. Throughout 
his career he realised the best type of an English county gentleman, 
combining in his own person all the traits best worth preserving, an 
ideal landlord, seeking and winning the love of his tenantry, a farmer 
devcted to agricultural pursuits, a squire spreading the blessings of a 
paternal solicitude over his villagers, lavishing gifts upon them, presiding 
at their gatherings, lecturing among them, starting bazaars and institutes for 
them, and, like the good old country magnate, voicing their needs in the 
Parliament of the realm.

In the Argentine, New York, (ialicia, 
wherever, in three continents, misery and distress cry out for relief, her 
kindness has been active, uutiring, ceaseless ; a source of manifold and never- 
failing blessing. But very recently she has offered half the cost of the Shaar- 
Zion Hospital to be built for the poor Jews of Jaffa, and added still 
another to the many claims she has on our lasting affection and gratitude. 


Truly this lady, with her noble and princely philan- 
A thropy which has found visible expression in every 
Great clime, is the virtuous woman of Scriptare, on whose 
Benefactress. tongue is the law of kindness, and whose works praise 


her in the gates. For all her generosity has taken its 
source in absolute purity of motive, seeking no reward or gain, but flowing 
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solely from tender womanly sympathy with suffering and distress. Nay, 
it is matter of common knowledge that in all her husband's philan- 
thropy she was his ardent assistant, even the inspiring spirit 
that moved his generous instincts to active labour, and at his 
death, with a keen sense of the responsibilities of wealth, she has 
sought to carry out his purposes and devote her many resources, 80 long as 
strength remains to her, to the great objects he had at heart. For it is one 
of the most admirable aspects of the Baroness’s charity that, like that of her

But, though the good she has done is her sole reward, as it 
was her sole motive, the community, which has hitherto been charged, with 
only too much truth, with lack of gratitude during the lives of its benefactors, 
will not be tardy in acknowledging her whole-hearted zeal and unparalleled 
munificence. It offers her the tribute of its profound gratitude, mingled only 


with the regret that one who has cared so much for the sufferings of others 


should have herself not enjoyed recently the most robust health. The 
devoutest wish and most heart-felt prayer of all, is that she may be speedily 


restored to health and vigour ; that she may pursue her path in strength and 
in peace.

The letter this week, that the French Government are not 
Outlook in going to play into the hands of the ruffianly dema- 
Algeria. gogue—Max Regis—the impudent young offspring 

of an Italian immigrant named Milano, who, 
with the proverbial zeal of converts, aspires to out-patriot the 
most excitable French patriots. It will be remembered that Régis 
had, by terrorising the Jewish voters, got himself elected Mayor of 
Algiers, his shameless proceedings in that capacity subsequently leading to 
his suspension for a month. To parry this blow and obtain his re-election 
by an enthusiastic popular vote, he had resigned his’ mayoralty. But 
we are rejoiced to see that the dignified answer of the Governor has 
been merely to increase the period of suspension from one to three months. 
Wecould wish the rebuff had been severer still and that the scoundrelly fellow 


had been expelled for ever from the post he was disgracing. [or his pro- 
' ceedings seem to have been far more scandalous than at first reported, even 


descending to the inexpressible meanness of insulting defenceless Jewesses in 
the public streets, depriving Jewish hawkers of their licenses, threatening 
castomers of Jewish shopkeepers, blighting the prospects of Jewish students, 
in short, seeking to reduce the entire Jewish community to beggary and 


making life an intolerable misery for them. ‘“ How long is this condition — 


of things to continue?” one asks in amazement. For months the 
same painful tale of oppression has reached us till it has grown 
almost monotonous in its sameness. Our correspondent lays the 
blame, in part, upon the Governor-General, whom he charges with 
pursuing half-measures. It is difficult for those not on the spot either to 
accept or reject this theory. But what it is quite permissible to conclude is 
that the government at home is showing a lack of nerve. — They may or may 
not proclaim martial law in the colony. But why continue institutions— 
unfettered press and public meetings—which have grown an iniquitous 
tyranny? There cannot be peace in Algeria till the anti-Semitic canaille is 
deprived of a liberty which has degenerated into a licence; the liberty of 
inciting to outrage by means of the press and the public platform. What 
the Government is doing now is to let these evils work their 
worst, and then tardily and foolishly s ek to correct the effects. What 
they should do is by a proper display of force to suppress violent gutter pub= 
lications, and close the mouths of the stirrers-up of strife. They may stand 
halting at the parting of the ways in an attitude of shivering indecision, but 
sooner or later they will be forced to take the step we recommend. Then 
why not do so at once, and spare the Colony further stife and 
bloodshed ? 
A tenant who oly binds himself to retain his house for 
Landlords _ one week has no legal right to assume that lis landlord 
_ and Tenants. will be willing to continue to let it to him after the 
expiration of seven or fourteen days. Either both 
sides are bound by a yearly or longer agreement or neither side is bound, If 
property falls in value the tenant can redress the balance by threatening to 


leave in a week unless his rent is reduced; and if, on the other hand, 
there is great. pressure to secure dwellings in the neighbourhood 
the landlord will be able to raise the rent. These are 
elementary truths ; and yet it is hard not to sympathise with occupiers who 
find themselves threatened with eviction unless they will consent to pay greatly 
irereased prices for the roofs which shelter them, the rooms in which their 
children were born, the known offices of their trade. When one side has an 
economic advantage, it is good and even politic not to push it too far. The 
landlord can hardly be expected to make a free gift to the occupier of the 
whole of the increased value of the premises; but it is wise and 
merciful not to make the increase of payment excessively heavy 
and rapid. If the business of buying house property to raise the 
rents upon the tenants cannot be pursued without harshness, and the 
breaking of implied promises, it is best to abstain from it altogether. The 
improvement of house property by repairs or re-erection is an important part 
of the growth of a city, and it would be most inexpedient to do anything to put 
a stop to it, but the “cornering” of house property in such wise that the 
unhappy occupant must pay almost any blood-money rather than emigrate, is 
as cruel as “corners ” in commerce usually are, and becomes most flagrantly 
oppressive if it is practised at the cost of the poor and suffering 
class to which many weekly tenants belong. The urgent needs of 


this class in London have long since been recognised and it is easy to prey 


upon them. Mr. Peabody endeavoured to provide for their necessities by his 
will, and the Waterlow and Rothschild Dwellings were designed to assist 
them. It would not occur to the uninitiated that people who can afford to 
pay rents varying from 16s. to 50s. a week and a premium can be in want of 
protection, but if their rents are in fact eked ont by underletting to lodgers, 
it may be that the narrow margin of rent which they themselves provide is 
the produce of a very exiguous income. In such cases, the fresh demand of 
a few shillings may represent the turning of a screw in a very painful rack.

If the house is fairly worth 
twenty shillings the permanent owner is the person entitled to the improved 
value, though it will be politic as well as honourable to let the occupier 
share in the increased resources of the district. Mr. Lewis has been 
evidently solicitous to ascertain the facts, and he has intimated to us his 
grievance that the statements he sent to our columns a fortnight ago 
as to some dealings of Mr. M. Raphael with his tenants were s0 
unreservedly challenged last week by the solicitors of that gentle- 
man. Messrs. Brighten and Lemon wrote to us that Mr. Lewis’s statement 
“that £15 was exacted asa premium for goodwill from the tenant of No.

The 
document, however, unless it is a forgery, shows that the parties looked upon 
the £15 as paid substantially in all or in part as a premium for goodwill, and 
therefore it is disquieting to find Mr. Raphael instructing his solicitors to 
write tous ‘the statement that £15 was exacted as a premium for goodwill 

. is grossly untrue,” Another statement of Mr. Raphael’s solicitors 
was that the increase in rent was gladly agreed to by the tenants. But 
according to Mr. Lewis, the tenants’ hearts were so far from being gladdened 
by the wine of new rents that writs were served upon them before they com- 
plied with the demands of the landlord. That these demands were legally 
well-founded we have not the slightest doubt. A landlord may exact any 
sum he pleases for his property, and may evict a tenant after giving the 
appropriate notice.

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FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


THE WEEK IN PARIS. 


“FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Paris, WEDNESDAY. 

The anti-Semite deputy, M. Lasies, has again distinguished himself in the 
Chamber of Deputies this week by being called to order twice, and once named, 
in the course of his interpellation on the subject of the conduct of the Judges of 
the Court of Appeal. whom he apostrophised by all the hard names in his 
vocabulary, in which congenial task he was aided and abetted by M. Millerand. 
The interpellation was an old one, having been postponed for a month on the 
19th of November, and it was perfectly and utterly objectless, 

It resulted in nothing but a vote approving the action of the Government: 
but the anti-Dreyfus papers are triumphant, owing to the fact that M. Lasies 
elicited a declaration from M. Dupuy to the effect that a secret Dossier does 
exist, and that the Goverment will not hand it over to the Supreme Court with- 
out a pledge on their part that any document likely to endanger the exterior peace 
of the State shall not be made public. In the course of his intemperate speech M, 
Lasies made several remarks of a disparaging nature, and in the worst of bad 
taste. about M. Loew, the President of the Cour de Cassation, one of them being 
to the effect that M. Loew’s name “ did not sound very French.” He was rather 
smartly snubbed by M. de Freycinet, who remarked that M. Loew was an 
Alsatian, and that Alsatian names rarely did have a peculiarly Gallic ring about 
them. I myself seem to remember a certain Napoleon Buonaparte (to say 
nothing of a man named Macmahon) whose name is not less a foreign one than 
that of M. Loew, and who, nevertheless, played a not unimportant part in 
enhancing the glory of the French nation. : 

In the course of the debate which followed M. Lasies’ interpellation, both 
MM. Brisson and Cavaignac were heard in the Tribune. M. Cavaignac, who it 
might be thought had better have kept silence, was forced to admit that he had 
not shown all the documents bearing upon the Dreyfus case to his chief, M, 
Brisson. It would almost seem as though M. Cavaignac were failing in that 
Parliamentary and political acumen which formerly distinguished him. Since 
the discovery of Colonel Henry's forgery, he has made blunder upon blunder, 
and to use the Irishman’s exuberant metaphor, has not once failed to open his 
mouth without putting his foot in it, 

This strongly and constantly-expressed desire on the part of the militarists 
forthe keeping secret of the whole contents of the Dreyfus Doss/er, can, as far 
as I can see, have but one meaning, and that none of the most agreeable. If the 
contents of the Dossier with which the Supreme Court have not as yet been 
made acquainted are genuine documents and not forged evidence, why should 
they be withheld’ Nay, how can the Cour de Cassation be certain of their ver- 
dict if all the evidence for and against Dreyfus be not laid before them? It 
would seem more in keeping with the assertion made so frequently by the 
militarists that ‘no doubt of Dreyfus’s guilt can maintain before the evidence” 
if that evidence were immediately and freely handed over to the Appeal Court, 


in order that this Court might confirm the judgment of the Court-Martial in 


M. Rochefort’s arguments (’) upon this question are, as usual, worth noting, | 


containing as they do the usual comic element. He considers the anxiety of the 
partisans of Dreyfus for the handing over to the Appeal Court of the Dossier 
secret, as evidence of a certainty that the Appeal: Court is in the pay of 
Germany, and, therefore, wishes to sell that country some more secrets, the 
money to “ swell the pockets of the syndicate.’ And here, it would be as well, 
perhaps, to put a definite assertion before M. Rochefort, which that gentleman; 
if he deny it, must, in support of his denial, effectually disprove. I say, and I 
have said so before and very clearly in this place, that the “Syndicate” is 
nothing but an impure invention of M. Rochefort’s brain. It does not exist, 
and never did exist, save in M. Rochefort’s own imagination, which runs all 
too much upon sales of conscience, | | | 
There is another question which has been very much to the fore the last few 
days, in connection with the guilt or innocence of Alfred Dreyfus, and this is the 
question of his alleged avowal of guilt to Captain Lebrun-Renaud. Captain 
Renaud has been examined by the Court of Appeal this week, and I suppose no 
logical person will deny the fact—which seems so obvious as to be scarcely worth 
the mentioning—that if the Appeal Court had been convinced by the evidence 


given by that gentleman, that Dreyfus had acknowledged his crime to him. it—_ 


the Court of Appeal—would long e’er this have ceased its labours, and declared 
Dreyfus guilty by his own confession. No, this statement is one more of the 
many crimes which over-excited partisans of the militarist cause will have to 
expiate when the day of reckoning comes, and for which their consciences, if 
such men possess a conscience, will suffer unspeakable torment. It is the Pvtit 
Journal which is this week responsible for the renewed assertion that Dreyfus 
confessed his guilt to Captain Lebrun-Renaud, but the evidence by which that 
paper endeavours to prove its statement of the case is merely circumstantial, and 
by no means convincing. As readers of the Jewist CHRONICLE may remember, 
I have already proved clearly on two separate occasions that it was practically 
impossible for Dreyfus to have accused himself of the crime for which he 
is suffering, and of which, to the last, he has consistently declared himself 
innocent. 

M. Urbain Gohier will, within a short space of time, be standing on his 
trial upon the charge of defaming the army, and has called a formidable list of 
witnesses to prove the statements contained in his book, “L’Armée contre la 
Nation.” Among the names of the witnesses for the defence is that of M. Félix 
Faure, President of the Republic, but it is extremely unlikely that he will be 
called. If he were summoned to give evidence, he would be the first actual 
Chief of the State'who has been so called upon in a court of law since the days 
of Francois I. 

The other lawsuit imminent, that of Madame Henry against M. Josehp 
Reinach, is, unfortunately, not now as likely to die a natural death as seemed 
probable last week. The funds which the Libre Parole have been raising to help 
her in the case have risen to the large total of £3,000 in less than a week, and the 
agitation is rapidly growing beyond the control of Madame Henry's immediate 
friends and advisers. M. Drumont, the director and editor of the Libre Parole 
is always the moving spirit when discord seems attainable, and will, naturally, do 


all in his power to make this case of Madame Henry’s the nucleus of an anti. 


Jewish riot, for which he and his friends would afterwards endeavour to make 


the Jews themselves responsible. His behaviour in this matter is on a par wit}, _ 


that of the Algerian friends of Max Régis, the ex-Mayor of Algiers, who have 
written a threatening letter to M. Laferriére, the Governor of the Colony, saying 
that Régis is going to Paris alone, and that if any misfortune befall him, “ blood 
shall be wiped out with blood.” M. Jules Guérin and M. Drumont are preparing 
a huge manifestation to greet M. Régis at Marseilles, and I am inclined to fear 
trouble in the streets if he come to Paris, as his present intention is. | 
While we are upon the subject of the anti-Semitic movement in France, i; 
will be interesting to quote M. Buisson, Professor at the Paris Faculty of 
Letters, upon the subject. M. Buisson made the following declaration of his 
opinions to M. Paul de Cassagnac last Monday : “ I know of no movement more 
vile or more contemptible than the anti-Semitic movement. It is a demagogic 
movement in every sense, and used as it has been used to reinforce the Cesarians 
and the Boulangists, can be said to be an uprising against the Republic itself. 
Coarse sophistry has been employed to drag into the movement the ignorant 
masses of the population ; these poor people cannot be held responsible—fory 
they know nothing, and have no education to speak of. Butno words can be too 
severely forcible when used in speaking of men who belong to the educated 
classes, and yet follow in the footsteps of Edouard Drumont.” Two years ago, 
Pére Didon, the well-known priest-athlete, and the foremost agitator in favour 
of a healthy physical and moral education for the youth of France, spoke as 
follows at a large provincial meeting :— | 
“Tf any among you be anti-Semites, do not remain a pray to any illusion. 
You are anti-Semites because you covet the money of the Jews and the pleasures 
which that money would procure you. Well, if you wish for gold, work as the 
Jews have worked! Again, if you consider these people as having grown rich 
by dishonourable means, do you, as a lesson to them, grow rich by honest 
labour. But do not covet the wealth of your neighbours, whether they be Jews 
or Catholics. Anti-Semitism is but another name for all (that is vile in man. 
and for all that appeals to the most unworthy passions of which he 18 capable.” 
Now that M. Esterhazy has abandoned his action against the Obserrr, it 
might be supposed that this gentleman would sail for America as promptly as 
possitle, having nothing to detain him in Europe—nothing, that is, of a nature 


particularly favourable to his interests, I hear, however, that the ex-Com- — 
mandant intends to try one last bluff, and to come to Paris in order to lay his 


deposition in the hands of the Judges of the Court of Appeal. If he should 
come to Paris, he is likely to be more sought after than may be to his taste, for 
innumerable warrants are out against hith here, on pleas of various natures, some 
as unromantic as the one of an unpaid tailor’s bill. and another a charge of 
fraud, brought against him by his cousin, Christian Esterhazy. M. Fayard (the 
ex-Commandant’s publisher), who has seen M. Esterhazy in Amsterdam within 
the last few days, does not consider that he is likely to return. Esterhazy has, 
however, asked M. Fayard not to publish the second volume of “ revelations” 
until he has heard from him that he may do so, as’ this book will contain the 
bulk of the evidence which “the honest soldier” intends to proffer to the 


‘Supreme Court. It is amusing to hear what the ex-Commandant has to say upon 


the subject of Colonel Picquart. I will only quote one short sentence, so that 
the savour may not go lost in the quantity. ‘“ Picquart’s great fault,” suys 
Esterhazy, “ was that he obeyed the dictates of his conscience.” Is this not 
deliciously naive? | 

For the last few days. there has been great excitement here over a fresh 
case of espionage, which may or may not have some bearing upon the Affaire 
Dreyfus. A spy has been arrested, one Victor Decrion, on the charge of selling 
French secrets to a foreign Government. The man was a spy in the French 
service, and the secret he sold is said to have been connected with the new ( 
millimetre quick-firing gun. Decrion has, I am told, demanded to be heard by 
the Cour de Cassation, and says that he can give important evidence upon the 
methods of the Second Bureau. Of course, this action on his part may have 
been taken merely with a view to make himself more interesting, but so little 
fact and so much fiction has transpired upon the subject that I think it better to 
reserve details and comment until next week, when I will tell you all that there 
may be to tell. oy | 

The anti-Revisionists may be said within the last two days to have thrown 
down what they doubtless consider one of their last remaining good cards. The 
declarations concerning the secret dossivr in the Chamber on Monday, taken 10 
conjunction with the campaign carried on by the Petit Journal concerning the 
“ confessions” of Dreyfus, show what this card is. Just so soon as M. de Frey- 
cinet declared that the secret dossier would not be communicated if it were to be 
shown to the defence, the anti-Revisionists knew that for the time being, at 
least, they had won apoint. In M. Lasies’ phrase, “revision had become 4 
comedy.” Without the communication of all the documents the decision of the 
Court-Martial was invalidated beforehand; if the documents were withheld 
from the defence the decision would be equally invalid. Now if we turn for a 
moment to the campaign of the Petit Journal we shall see how the 
militocrats hoped to complete this manwuvre. The “confessions” of 
Dreyfus made to Captain Lebrun-Renaud have lost a good deal of their force 
of late, and the rehabilitation of them could be made to serve a double purpose: 
Not only would the general belief in their genuineness be an effective weapo”, 


but they could be made to buttress the secret dossier. And so, this is the story, 


“ Complications having arisen over the affair with a ‘foreign power, the French 
Government had promised that the said power should never be mentioned. This 
promise was given in order to avert war. But in the confessions of Dreyfus 
Captain Lebrun-Renaud, and in the report made by this latter officer, this 
foreign power is named in full. Therefore, the confessions have not been give? 
that prominence that they deserve, and cannot, without involving the country 
in war, be made evidence in a Court of Law. 3 

It has been shrewdly calculated by the anti-revisionists that this story would 
have the double effect of strengthening the “confessions” and making the 
dossier secret something more than the silly mystification which M. Brisson has 
in effect declared it to be and most sensible folk believe it to be. 

The discussion in the Chamber on Tuesday bore only indirectly upe” the 
affair, though, properly speaking, just that feature which has given the c¢ 
most of its importance was brought out, and from the more academic standpo!” ; 
the sitting was very interesting. M. Fourniére, representing the Socialis 
group, brought forward a proposal in favour of the abolition of thos 
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limitations of civil rights which soldiers in active service suffer, It is 
precisely the subordination of individual right to what is considered 
military interest that has given the Dreyfus case its rea] importance, It 
has made plain to everybody, what discerning men saw months since namely that 
a military caste, the militocracy, desire to have civil law, civil freedom indivi- 
dual right subordinated to their authority. This is the “ eterna] conflict” in this 
unfortunate epauletted Republic of ours. M. Fournitre's speech reviewed certain 
facts very familiar to all in France who have interested themselves in this 
matter, a general reproving a court-martial for failing to give the verdict he 
desired ; wretched conscripts sent to penal servitude for ten years for a word: 
others punished for having read newspapers favourable to revision : the wholesale 
public testimony of admiration given by officers to a confessed forger—and so 
forth. The Minister of War replying, thought, of course, that the Dreyfus case 
had done enough harm already to France without having discussions of this 
nature raised in Parliament. An ostrich-like attitude for a Minister to take 
certainly. The facts remain the same whether they are discussed in Parliament 
or not—but of course he got his vote. 

The Amended law on Treason punishes any crime of treason on the part 
“of a functionary ’ in time of peace with death. An attempt was made, with- 
mit suceess, by M. Clamargan, in the Senate on Tuesday, to get this modified 
and the punishment made imprisonment for life. M. Clamargan's motion was 
defeated by a large majority. 

The investigations in the Decrion affair are throwing curious light on the 
condition of the French Intelligence Department. Decrion seems to have spent 
a large part of his time while in the employ of the Department manufacturing 
bogus treason cases—and they were for the most par taken «aw sériewr. That 
the man had a variety of dealings with Colonel Henry there seems no doubt. 
and the fact of itself is suggestive, to say the least.

When we remember the dead weight of officialism in France and the extravagant 
claim of authority; when we remember how little individual Frenchmen have been 
accustomed to fight against a public opinion which flows in one direstion, we, who believe 
as our best tradition that the individual conscience may never be silent where wrong is to 
be resisted, must offer to the France of to-day a tribute of sincerest admiration. She 
has developed in herself a new spirit. She has cast cff fetters that from the outside 
seemed almost permanently welded upon her. She has broken with a bad past 
that made her well-wishers despair; and if ever a nation entered on the task of 
manfully remaking itself that is what France has done and is doing at this 
moment. The whole story reads like a dream and makes one feel that the age 
of miracles is not yet passed. A handful of men fired with a sense of wrong 
and pledged to turn that wrong into right, set themselves to defy the powers that existed, 
to remove mountains of prejudice, and to convert th» bulk of the nation to the saving 
helief that an act of justice stands before every other consideration. You wou'd have said 
that such a work was an impossibility in France, slumbering under the dead weight of her 
officialism, that the handful of men would have gone to their fate, and one by one have 
been broken by the forces opposed tothem. But the handful of men bave not been broken, 
and the world has learned a new lesson of the inextinguishable force of the individual 
conscience of brave men. |

The Situation in Algeria. 


— 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
ORAN, 167TH DECEMBER, 1808. 


When M. Laferritre, the new Governor of Algeria, arrived in Algiers, the 
Jewish Consistory, following the usual course, presented him with an address. 
The reply of the Governor was exceedingly ambiguous, so ambiguous indeed, 
that the Sidcle, of Paris, remarked at the time that it could make neither head 
hor tail of it. The policy of M. Laferri‘re, ever since his arrival, has been 
entirely in keeping with his initial utterance, consisting for the most part of a 
series of half measures. The situation has culminated in the outrageous perform- 
ances of Max Régis. His first act as Mayor was to order the demolition of the 
Jewish huts at the municipal slaughter-house. The Consistory at once 
appealed against this order, but in vain. The next steps of Régis were 
to assign a special stand for Jewish cabmen, deprive poor Jewish 
hawkers of their licenses, and inflict upon the Jews of the town a 
series of petty annoyances which made business impossible, and rendered 
ife a positive burden to them. But his crowning piece of insolence was the 
speech, he delivered at a meeting in the Theatre on Friday last. In this speech 
he boasted that he had driven M. Lépine from the Colony, and that M, 
aferriére would have to follow him if he did not obey his orders, and he ended 
his speech with the usual cry : ‘A bas les Juifs.” Upon the conclusion of his 
speech M. Casteran, sub-editor of the Zelegramme, sprang to his feet, and 
delivered an angry attack upon Régis, declaring, truthfully, that Regis and the 
other members ofthe Municipality owed all their success to him. and that there 
Was something which, in his opinion, was more important than anti-Semitism; 
and that was the respect due to France. As a Frenchman he would not tolerate 
that a young man, whose fathers were Italian, and who himself had only become 
’ Frenchman thanks to the Naturalisation Bill of 1489 should openly insult the 
representative of the mother country. Accordingly he moved a vote of censure 
“pon Régis for his impudent harangue. “ Down with Casteran, was the reply 
of Régis, and immediately a savage mob of Italians and Arabs f@l upon the 


unfortunate speaker and severely mauled him. The police, who are the tools 
of the Mayor, did not stir a foot in his defence. 


These events caused a panic in Algiers which was heightened when it became 
known that M. Genie, the Prefect, had sent in his resignation. M. Genie had 


been M. Laferri*re’s Private Secretary in Paris and had been appointed Prefect 


in Algiers at M. Laferriére’s special request. His retirement was determined on 
in consequence of the extreme difficulties of his position. The Minister of the 
Interior warned him that if he retired there was no other post vacant for him, 
but M. Genie insisted that anything was preferable to the intolerable existence 
he had ledin Algiers. The Government in Paris, much disturbed by these events, 
ordered the suspension of Régis for one month from his post of Mayor. Upon 
this Régis issued an inflammatory proclamation resigning his Mayoralty and 
declaring that he was a victim of the Jews. His resignation was, however, 
refused on the ground that a public functionary labouring under an official 
punishment had no right to resign, and bis period of suspension was, in addition, 
increased to three months, Régis thereupon issued another violent manifesto 
inciting his usual retinue of roughs to outrage and disorder. Riots ensued, but 
the summoning of the troops soon restored the city to quietness. The students, 
who had been one of the most unruly factors in the situation, have been remark- 
ably quiet this week, thanks to an incident which occurred a fortnight ago, though 
it has hitherto been kept entirely dark. The President of the Pharmaceutical 
School had signed the public protest against the treatment of Col. Picquart. This 
angered the students who resolved to go on strike till the President was removed 
from his post. The Minister of Instruction warned them that if they remained 
obdurate he would order the schools to be closed for a period not less than a 
year. The students, cowed by this firm attitude, thereupon adopted a more 
peaceful course to the infinits benefit of the cause of public order. 

M. Lutaud has been to-day appointed Prefect of Algiers. He is a Corsican, 
and a man of great tact, forbearance and energy. The general opinion is. 
however, that no material improvement in the situation can be looked for, till 
the city is put into a state of siege. But this is an improbable step, for the 
simple reason, that owing to the conflict which at present exists between the civil 
and military powers of the country, to proclaim a state of siege would be to give 


-an important victory to the military party in the greatest French Colony—a 


step from which the civil authority naturally shrink, 


Mr. I. Snowman, the Jewish artist, who is making a temporary stay in 
Algeria, has written the following letter to the Tynes :-— 


Str,—I have just left a mass meeting of the citizens of Algiers, held at the 
Municipal Theatre. and presided over by the newly-elected Mayor, M. Max 
Régis. supported by the members of the Town Council. Ostensibly the meeting 
was convened to afford the Mayor an opportunity to thank the electors for 
appointing him to the office. In reality, however, the gathering was an official 
fillip to the horrible crusade which has been carried on tor months past against 
the Jews here. The following quotation from the speech of M. Gallots, the 
most telling oration of tne evening, will give an idea as to the tone of the 
gathering :— 


“We, your newly-chosen Town Counci!, have set ours2lves the duty to obtaia the expul- 
sion of tne Jews from this town. The presence of Hebrew vermin in Algiers isa diszrac 
and a reproach to us, ond we shal do our best to clear them out The presence ot 
Israelites in our stveets is an insult to us and a menace to our safety.” 


The cries of “ Mort aux Juifs' accentuated the discourses of the various 
orators, and the proceedings terminated by the presentation to the Mayor of a 
bouquet, in the centre of which gleamed a poignard, to which was attached the 
legend * Pour les Juifs.” No libellous statements were too extravagant for 
utterance by the various official personages present, and the amount of venom 
and spite hurled against the inoffensive Jews would be difficult of credence to 
sober Englishmen. No invective was too vile against the unfortunate [sraelites 
of this town, whose present plight is too pitiable for words. No Jew dare go to 
any public place of amusement, or the savage populace will literally tear him 
linb from limb. Indeed, any Jew or Jewess walking peacefully in the street is 
exposed to insult and abuse at every turn, and the police refuse to interfere, as 
if by order. All municipal offices are closedto Jews. The case recently came 
to my notice of a young Jew who was employed in the Post Office as a tele- 
graphist, and who, at the approach of his period for military service, temporarily 
relinquished his post, with the understanding, as is usual, that at the conclusion 
of his term he would be re-instated. Judge of his dismay, when his year was 
up, to be told by the postal authorities that Jews may no longer be employed 
there. They dismissed him with a testimonia!. And this is the case with scores 
of young men here, who, till the agitator Max Régis came upon the scene, 
enjoyed honourable employment, but who are now thrown out to starve. Max 
Regis edits a revolutionary rag, called L’ Antijuif, which excites the hot-headed 
masses against the Jews here, and keeps alive the bitter feelings which have been 
engendered since the riot against the Jews, which Régis headed just a vear ago, 
when, followed by a mob of some thousands of the riff-raff of Algiers, he broke 
into and pillaged the shops and private dwellings of the Hebrew inhabitants. 

This man is now Mayor, and he has already demonstrated that he intends to 
use his official position to the prejudice of the race he hates. Last week the 
licences of fish salesmen and newspaper hawkers were renewable. All licenses 
of applicants knowa to be Jews were refused, so now the ranks of the starvelings 
of Algiers are augmented by some hundred or two. A cruel boycott is carried 
on. against the struggling Jewish shopkeepers. Their names are published 
periodically in L'Antjuif, and good patriots are warned—N'achetez rien chez les 
Juifs. Jewish students find it impossible to continue their studies in the various 
schools of the town. Medical students, on the eve of their final examinations, 
have been compelled to relinquish their studies as the persecution to which 
their bigotted fellows subject them has recently:-become too galling for endur- 
ance, and now some 300 young men—would-be doctors, lawyers, architects, 
chemists, teachers or engineers—young men who, under happier conditions, might 
have developed into distinguished members of the community, are perforce 
driven into the various fields of commerce, for which possibly a future 
generation will hold them up to contumely. | 

May I hope that the amour-propre of Frenchmen may be aroused by this 
slight indication of the deplorable moral condition of the town of Algiers, as 
seen by an iy 600 visitor, and that something may be done to purge so charm- 
ing a ocality from the miseries engendered by religious intolerance and race 
hatred ?

HIGH RENTS IN THE EAST END. 


Sir.—Messrs. Brighten and Lemon write on behalf of their client, Mr. 
Raphael, to object to the statements I have made concerning his property in 
Greenfield Street. I cannot allow the matter to end here, more particularly as 
their letter is contradicted, on several important points, by documentary 
evidence. 

(1) Messrs. Brighten and Lemon write: “With regard to the statement 
that €15 was exacted as a premium for goodwill from the tenant. of No. 87, this 
is grossly untrue.” The following is the copy of a receipt, the original of which I 
have exhibited in your office, and which is written in the same handwriting as a 
letter addressed to me by Mr. Raphael on the 12th inst. 

65, Sandringham Road, Dalston, N.E., 
January 26th, 1898. 

I, the undersigned of above address, received of Mr. Louis Goodman Fifteen Pounds 
for the goodwill of House, 87, Greenfield Street, at a rent of S4s. per week, commencing 
9, 
24th January, 1898. (Signed) M. RAPHAEL. 

It will be seen that no word is said about repairs, and, as a matter of fact, 
Mr. Goodman informs me that such small alterations as were required. to 
convert the premises into a cookshop were effected at his own cost. I possess 
a written statement to this effect from the workman whom he engaged. “ 

(2) “We may mention that this tenant's rent has since been reduced.” It 
continued at 34s, until a month ago, and whatever reduction was then made (2s. 
a week, as I am now informed), 34s. is still the amount entered in the rent book. 

(3) “ Upon giving up vacant possession of the house, he has been informed 
that the £15 will be returned to him’ I am glad thisis now definitely promised, 
as the information on this peint has hitherto been somewhat conflicting. — 

(4.) With regard to the benefit at the Paragon, I never said or implied that 
it was organised by Mr. Raphael, or that he was a party toit. It is, however, 
absolutely true that the £15 paid for goodwill was derived from the proceeds of 
that benefit. | 

(5). “ The increase of 63. per week was, in consequence, gladly agreed to by 
his tenants.” The best illustration of their “gladness” is the fact that they 
refused to pay the increase for some time and only gave way after a writ had 
been served on every one of them. I enclose one of these documents, signed by 
Messrs. Brighten and Lemon. [am somewhat surprised that they have forgotten 
this circumstance. 

There are several other points in Messrs. Brighten and Lemon's letter with 
which I do not now deal, but it must not be assumed that I accept their version. 
~ [think it will be well to state that Mr. Raphael sent me a letter on Decem- 

ber 12th, in which he expressed a desire for an interview, and asked me to state 
“atime and place for him to call upon me.” T[ accordingly named three alter- 
native times when I should be at home: he did not. however, call or write any 
further. He seems, on consideration, to have thought it better to instruct his 
solicitors to address to you the letter to which I now direct attention. I have 
also been favoured with a similar letter, which is sufficiently answered by 
my present communication. 

Let me add that I have never come into personal contact with Mr. Raphael 
and that I have no feeling whatever against him as an individual

Captain Meyer, M. Léon Blum, Auditor at the Council of State; M. Manclere, 
Controller of the Army ; M. G. Habert, Chief Secretary of the Paris, Lyon and 
Mediterranean Railway ; M. Moise Schwab, of the National Library; M. Bloch, 
Director of the Transatlantic Bank. The Grand Rabbin of Paris delivered 
the funeral oration.

Madame Kahn 
received a thorough instruction in the tenets of Judaism, and.so earnestis she that 
she scrupulously carried out every detail of the prescribed ritual for Regt bes 
of the female sex. The wedding ceremony was attended by nearly all M. Kahn’s 
literary and artistic friends,

On the festive day there was a special morning 
service in the synagogue, which was tastefully decorated: The Board of the 
Orphanage, many invited guests, and the members of the family attended. The 
Chief Cantor, Herr J. Dreiblate officiated. The ceremony began with the intona- 
tron of the 118th Psalm by the choir of boys. While this was being sung the 
Jubilee couple were conducted into the place of worship. Dr. Hirsch, the Chief 
Rabbi of Hamburg, thereupon ascended the pulpit to preach the festive sermon, 
which concluded witha prayer for their future welfare. The boys’ choir, under 
the direction of the Chief Cantor, then intoned the 150th Psalm, and this brought

DEATH OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
MACHZIKE HADASS. 


MR. SOLOMON HERZ. 


On Saturday morning last, Mr. Solomon Herz, President of the Mackziké 
Hadass Congregation, died, after but three days’ 
illness, at his residence, 20, Grosvenor Road 
Canonbury, from pneumonia. The deceased was 
widely known, especially in the East End, as an 
ultra-orthodox Jew, zealous for the Law and its 
strict observance in every detail. It was chiefly 
due to him that the Machziké Hadass was 
founded, and, as its President, he took a very 
prominent part in the consecration of the Syna- 
gogue (former! a Huguenot Chapel) in Brick 
ane, Spitalfields, On September 11th last. The 
deceased was born in the little town of Essen. on 
the Rhine, whence he went to Frankfort. in which 
city he became one of the most attached followers 
and admirers of the late Rabbiner Hirsch. Sub- 
sequently, he went to New York, where his piety 
found expression in his founding the Chevra 
Shomré Shobbos, the nucleus of an ultra-orthodox 
congregation, which now has Dr, Klein as. its 
Rabbi. 

When he came to London in 18X1 he likewise 
became here a leader of ultra-orthodox Jews, 
An article on “ Kosher Butchers” was published

Mr. Herz was, as we have mentioned above, a very conscientious and rigidly 
orthodox Jew. and even whilst on his death-bed he was. as ever, anxious to 
conform to all minute ritual observances. He was enabled to say the Prayers 
for the dead, carefully washing his hands before Mv’. He expressed 
a desire that he should be buried as quickly as possible: that his coffin 
should be made in his own house by strictly orthodox Jews, and 
not serewed down in the ordinary way, but should be fastened merely 
with nails, and that his grave should be dug in a_ children’s row. 
These: and other directions were carried out. At his funeral on Sunday a 
vast concourse of mourners attended. Indeed, as soon as it was known that his 
end was near, hundreds of members of the Machziké Hadass, and others, flocked 
from the East End to Grosvenor Road. Many stayed in the house praying and 
“learning” the whole of Saturday night and Sunday morning. The funeral 
took place at the Edmonton cemetery of the Federation of Synagogues, where 
also a large crowd assembled. Rabbi A. Werner, in his address, referred to the 
zealous piety of the deceased, and exhorted all present to follow his example,

- Cohanim and Coroners’ Inquests. 


The Law and Parliamentary Committee, having considered the question that 
Was raised recently at Manchester, when the Coroner at the City Coroner’s Court 
refused to grant exemption from viewing a dead body to a “Cohen” (Mr. 
I rederic Shiers), have drawn up a report, in which they recommend that if 
a similar event should again arise Cohanim should adopt the following 
course: The “Cohen” should respond to the summons to attend the inquest 
and decline to be sworn, stating as an excuse that religious ‘scruples prevented 
him from viewing a corpse. He should produce a certificate from the Chief 
Rabbi stating that the objection was in accordance with Jewish law, and the 
Jewish minister of the district should also offer to give further evidence if required. 
Phe person summoned should also provide a substitute to serve on the jury in his 
place. Having done that the Cohen * should withdraw from the Court. If, as 
a consequence, the Coroner imposed a fine the “Cohen” should refuse to pay it, 
and the. Board of Deputies should assist as far as possible the first person fined 
to appeal, and make ita test case. Mr. H.S. Q. Henriques has promised to attend 
the Coroner's Court on the next occasion when a “Cohen” is summoned in 
order to watch the proceedings and offer advice. | | 

After slight discussion the reeommendations of the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee were adopted. 


Interpreter at the East End Courts. 


The Law and Parliamentary Committee also presented a report upon the 
question of the appointment of an. interpreter at Whitechapel County 
report stated that Mr. D. L. Alexander. after lengthy 
negotiations, had obtained the sanction of the Lord Chancellor to such an 
appointment, and the Lord Chancellor had written to that effect to Judge 
Bacon at the Whitechapel Court. recommending him to permit the interpreter 
whom the Board of Deputies would appoint alone to practise at that Court. 

Mr. D. &. ALEXANDER stated that he had since had an interview with Judge 
B icon, who gave the necessary permission most willingly, and promised loyally 
to carry out the regulations of the Board in regard to the official whom it 
appointed. The Judge even agreed to arrange so that the interpreter might 
leave the Courton Fridays before the commencement of the Sabbath, by hearing 
such cases as would necessitate interpretation early inthe day. He also promised 
to have notices affixed on the walls of the Court notifying litigants that no 
initerpreter could be permitted to practise other than the official appointed by 
the Board of Deputies. Mr. Alexander said that the interpreter would be placed 
at the disposal of litigants at a charge of two shillings for each case, the fee to 
be collected by an official of the Court, and the interpreter.would be absolutely 
prohibited from communicating with either litigant. He hoped that the system 
would ensure impartial interpretation. The interpreter would be engaged at a 
fixed salary of £150 per annum which would be defrayed by the Board of 
Deputies and the Russo-Jewish Committee. The fees that were obtained for 
interpretation would be utilised by the Board towards the cost of retaining the 
interpreter. | 

Mr. S. ALEXANDER said that the Board of Deputies was to be congratulated 
on having, in a few months, framed a practical solution of a very difficult 
question, - 

The report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was then adopted, and a 
Sub-Committee, consisting of Sir J.Sebag Montefiore, Mr. D. L. Alexander, Sir 
Samuel Montagu, and Mr, H.S. Q. Henriques was appointed to arrange all details 
with reference to the choice of a candidate. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. D. L. Alexander for his services in con-

| VIENNA, DECEMBER. 

It seems that the anti-Semitic doings of Dr. Lueger and his consorts have 
become too much for the Government. The. terrorism which the anti-Jewish 
party exercises on public life has reached its height, when Lueger causes oppo- 
sition members on the City Council to be expelled by force. This brutal 
treatment of the minority has at length opened the eyes of the Thun Cabinet. 
Isolated but notable proofs of altered tactics on the part of the Government are 
forthcoming. Dr. Lueger’s organ, Das Deutsche Volkshlatt, was confiscated last 
*Wednesday and Thursday ; twice on the latter day. Each confiscation was 
owing to attacks on the Jews. Dr. Lueger was summoned last Friday before 
the Statthalter, Count Kielmansegg : and although he has kept the result of the 
Conference secret, there is no doubt that it concerned the proceedings in the 
City Council. It was noticeable that at the meeting of that body on Friday 
evening, Dr. Lueger was more peaceful. As Parliament has been prorogued for 
a considerable time, the Government will have a freer hand in dealing with the 
anti-Semites.

bat for almost all civilized nations. Whether education was undertaker, 
individually by the parents or collectively by the community, there had to be a 
sure foundation upon which to erect the structure of religious education. Thev 
had to approach their trusted master, the Bible, for guidance. They heard the 
voice of Moses exhorting his brethren, “ What, O Israel, does the Lord ask of 
thee, but to fear the Lord?” They opened the book of Psalms and road: ‘ The 
beginning of wisdom is the fear of the Lord,’ and they examined the Proverbs 
and were advised “ The fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom.’ The fear 
of the Lord was described as including two elements, the extreme of humility 
and the extreme of mans dignity ; on the one hand the cCONSCLOUSNeSss oft their 
humble station in the universe, and on the other the consciousness of their 
relation to the Most High as that of the image of the original. The fear of the 
Lord was not a fear that grew out of ignorance and folly, not a fear that was the 
sister of superstition, but that reverence that followed in the eek. 
ness, and was yet the ornament of all learning, knowl 
Some might be surprised that as the foundation of religious educa- 
tion he emphasized the fear and not the love of God He well 
knew that there were some who, on account of such emphasis, believed that the 
ancient Israelites knew little or nothing of the love of God. But in the first 
place fear of God did not exclude love of God, on the contrary, it demanded it 
and led to it. If they commenced their training with love of God, they began 
with increasing and strengthening the sense of selfishuess which it was the aim 
of religious education to weaken and restrict. Some of their philosophers had, 
therefore, treated love of God as the final and highest degree in the development 
of religiousness. Having thus laid the foundation, they proceeded to the erection 
of the building, which contained three divisions, separated only by folding doors 
which were to be frequently opened for the purpose of intercommunication. 
The three divisions were: Religion, History and Hebrew. (1) Religion.— 
Religion included religious faith and religious practice. Some Jews contended 
that Judaism had no dogmas, and quoted Mendelssohn as their authority. But 
no one could deny that Scripture taught them certain truths, which they accepted 
assuch. What Mendelssohn really contended was that belief in those truths did 
not form part of the legislation of the Bible. Their faith was formulated in the 
thirteen principles of faith, sometimes reduced to three. Maimonides was the 
author of the thirteen OMPY, and they learnt from his notes that each of them 
was intended as an antidote against some false doctrine that threatened to be 
forced on the Jews from without. It was desirable that in teaching faith the 
master should appeal more to the heart of the pupils than to their intellect. It 
followed, as a matter of course, that a person who did not believe in those truths 
was incapable of teaching them. There were two distinct methods for the 
education of their youth in the practice of their holy religion, the practical and 
the theoretical. The practical method was that which was called in Hebrew 
13M, “initiation” or “ consecration,’ concerning which the author of the Book 
of Proverbs told them, “train (33M) the jad in the beginning of his way, also 
when he is old he shall not depart therefrom.” Three rules were contained in that 
sentence : first, there must be a training (713M) ; second, the training must begin 
early ; aud third, the training must aim at a permanent effect. Parents therefore 
who had their children prepared for the celebration of the Barmitzvah and had 
them taught to read the Parsha. to make a speech, ef prueterca nihil, had not 
fulfilled their duty of providing religious instruction for their children. He 
took that opportunity to appeal to the Ministers who had to deal with those 
cases, not to relax their endeavours to effect an improvement, and he hoped the 
Chief Rabbi might see his way clear to issue an appendix to his Code, defining the 
minimum knowledge of religion that a Minister might expect a candidate to 
know before permitting him to be called up to the ‘Torah as Barmitzvah, The 
lecturer said that the ancient custom of calling one of the young to the Torah 
as Maftir to read the Haphtara, a custom sull in force in the Portuguese 
synagogue, might be revived in the German synagogues, because every active 
part taken by children in Divine Service was a gaiu to the religious education of 
the young generation. The theoretical teaching of religion had this in common 
with all teaching that it communicated a certain number of facts which were to 
becommittedto memory. For that purpose it was necessary that the instruction 
should be concise and systematic. A systematic division of religious duties was 
to be found in every text book of religion. But, however convenient or even

in mind that those and similar divisions were artificial and not real. For all 
religious duties were without exception duties towards God. They might also 
be called duties towards themselves, and many duties classified as duties to God 
were duties towards themselves or implied duties to their fellow men. The 
home was expected to assist and supplement the teaching of the school, but to 
his great regret there were Jewish homes that made children unlearn what they 
Were taught in school, (2) History. History was divided into Biblical and 
Post-Biblical, reserving the latter for the highest standard, they taught 
Scripture History in the other classes The more important and the more 
indispensable of the two, and tke most important Scripture which demanded 
their attention was the Torah, the Pentateuch. In teaching the early 
part of Scripture history, the legislative element should by no means be 
neglected. The Bible, and especially the Torah, was the foundation of all their 
religious teaching, and had as such to occupy the most important place in the 
curriculum of their religious education. In teaching Scripture history they had 
to bear in mind that the chief object was not so much to fill the memory of the 
child with names, dates, and events, as to impart that knowledge which the 
Bible intended to impart, the knowledge of the relation between God and man, 
the position of Israel among the nations, the mission of Israel, the prosper ity 
and misfortune of Israel, according as they were true to their mission OF not. 
The idea of God’s intervention in human aifairs was prominent In all the abr” 
tives of the Bible, and should remain prominent in all Bible lessons. He —

their own land, speaking their own language, it would not have been necessary 
to add this third subject to the curriculum of Religious Education. Both religion 
and history would have been taught and learnt directly from the original text of 
the Bible. But they were in the diaspora, scattered and dispersed among the 
nations, speaking the language of the nations, and restricting to the synagogue 


_ the Hebrew which united the Jews of various countries into one nation speakin 


the same language and reading the Torah and Haphtorah in the origina 

Hebrew. But outside the synagogue they did not speak Hebrew, and to 
some of them the Hebrew of the synagogue was a foreign language. It would 
be a disgrace to Jews if they were to neglect the Hebrew, in which their fore- 
fathers were addressed by the Divine voice at Mount Sinai, in which they were 
exhorted and encouraged by the prophets and in which they sang hymns of 
praise in the Temple. They had to study and try to master the language, so that 
they could understand the Prayer Book and the Biblical sections read in syna- 
gogue. As Hebrew was the most difficult of the three subjects of religious 
education and afforded opportunities for explaining questions concerning history 
and religion, it should claim the largest share of the time allotted to religious 
instruction. As to the best method of teaching Hebrew Reading and _ ‘Transla- 
tion much had been said at the Conference and more might still be said, but not 
that night, at least not by him. In conclusion, he wished only to express the 
hope that the study of Hebrew would continue in their schools and homes with 
ever-increasing energy, thus preparing for the time when the Jews would have a 
common centre in their own land, with Hebrew as the national language, 
when Jews, however much dispersed, would be united, first among themselves 
and then with all nations by one common language, the pure and holy language 
of peace and brotherhood. 

Mr. S. ALEXANDER said that the term Hebrew and Religious education was 
not a happy one from a Jewish standpoint. The precepts of Judaism were 
religious because they were humane, and humane because religious. ‘That was 
the reason the Rabbis enunciated the principle that a man. was required to 
lay down his life only for those three principles which lay at the basis of 
humanity. 

Professor KELLNER said that the programme drawn up by Dr. Friedlinder 
was a large one, but the problem was how could it be carried out. He gave a 
short description of the national system of education in Austria, and how it 
affected the religious education of the Jews. The subject of religion was placed 
at the head of the various branches of knowledge taught, but that was a bad sign, 
because it Was meant that it was given the least attention. Every other subject 
had six or seven hours a week devoted to it, but religion had only two. He said 
that in Austria the want of a proper Code of Treligious instruction led to 
disastrous results. Hebrew was not taught systematically. They had no Hebrew 
primer and reader combined. The teacher used the Bible as his text book, and 
did with it what he liked. The mode of instruction was such that the study of 
Hebrew was not kept upin the later years of school life, and at the age of sixteen 
or seventeen, when he went to the University, many a youth did not know 
what was meant by the Shema. Prof. Kellner said that it could hardly be 
otherwise when the children heard no word of Hebrewin their home. The children 
might hear Hebrew in the synagogue, but they did not go owing to their 
compulsory attendance at the public school. The afternoon children’s service 
instituted to meet this difficulty had, in his opinion, not proved successful. He 
regretted to say that religious education in Austria was a dismal failure and had 
reached a shameful level. It was :mpossible to have the Jewish religion taught 
to Jewish children in the same school with Roman Catholics and Protestants 
and in the short space of two hours a week. 

The Rev, A. A. GREEN said that the state uf religious education in Vienna 
as described by Professor Kellner. excited their sympathy and should act as a 
warning to them in England. While endorsing Dr. Friediiinder’s recommenda- 
tions for the encouragement of children taking part in the service he objected 
to the display of the clever boy for the admiration of a circle of relatives. He 
regretted the fact that so many Jews made greater preparations for Christmas 
than for Chanucah, and said that the religious teaching was wanted far more in 
the West than in the East. 

Mr. O. J. SiMoN said that a religion without dogma was inconceivable. All 
that they could say was that Judaism had few dogmas. Judaism had been 
taunted with the fact thar i laid stress on the “fear” of God, whereas 
Christianity was said to nave taught “love.” He was glad to learn from the 
lecturer that in the Jewish religion the idea of love was infinitely larger than 
the idea of fear. The religious condition of the Jews in Vienna was, in his 
opinion, a part justification of anti-Semitism as it was only the renegade who 
felt the pangs of anti-Semitism. 

The Rev. I. Harris said that the foundation of the Jewish religion was 
that the instruction of the child should be given by the parent himself. All 
difficulties concerning religious education would disappear if the parents them- 
selves did theirduty. He disagreed with the statement quoted from Mendelssohn 
that acommand to believe formed no part of Jewish legislation. According to 
the Jewish division the first commandment could only be explained as a behest 
to believe in the one God. | | 

Mr. Iskact A}:RAHAMS said that when on a visit to Vienna he had found a 
different state of things to that described by Professor Kellner. He could not 
gain admission into the synagogue at which Jellinek preached, and the children’s 


services were exceedingly well attended. 


The Culler Rau said that the subject was one of momentous importance 
and could be dealt with from many points of view. There was the wonderfully 


interesting point of the history of education among the Jews upon which Dr. : 


Giidemann had written with such consummate skill. Then there was the methodo- 
logy of education to which Dr. Friedlinder had devoted himself with such success. 
He thought that Dr. Friedlinder’s suggestion of an Appendix to the Chief 
Rabbi's Code an excellent one. But there was the difficulty which would arise 
when a Barmitzvah did not pass the examination. If the boy were, in conse- 
quence, not allowed to read his Parsha, he might neglect the other duties 
incumbent upon him, Every endeavour should be made that Barmitzvah boys 
should be made acquainted with the teachings of Judaism. He hoped that the 
picture of the Jewish commuvity in Vienna, as drawn by Professor Kellner, was 
overwrought. Kut even if exaggerated, they could apply the admonition to 
themselves. Not only ministers, heads of colleges, and teachers, but parents, 
would some day have to feel the foree of the question, “ Where is thy flock, the 
beautiful flock that was given unto thee?” ‘They should all aim at being able 
to reply, * Behold here am I and the children whom thou hast given me as signs 
and testimonies in Israel,” that the feelings of religion and virtue were not 
extinct in their hearts. 

Dr. FRiEDLANDER having replied to various questions and criticisms, the 
meeting terminated with the usual votes of thanks.
